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REVISION OF THE TARIFF 
Many Republicans Believe the 
Question Will Split the Party. 


A Democrat Says Defections Will Be 
Offset by Number of Converts to 
Protection in His Party.

WASHINGTON, June 6.—The appearance 
before the Industrial Commission to-day of 
@ number of witnesses who devoted them- 
selves to justifying the retention of all the 


tariff duties now imposed, and who dep- 
recated the abandonment in any degree of 
the tariff principles, directs the attention 
of many Republicans here to the increasing 
tendency of the Republicans to divide, and 
to the almost inevitable cleavage of the 
party in the next Congress on the proposi- 
tion to modify the tariff schedules without 
throwing over tle protection “ policy.” 
These Republicans insist that since Mr. 
Blaine, the most distinguished apostle of 
protection, deliberately designated protec- 
tion as a “‘ policy’ instead of calling it a 
*‘principle.”” and the reasons for adopting 
that language are, more evident now than 
they were when Mr. Blaine suggested that 
it might not be a “ policy’ for all time, it 
would not be unnatural, but perfectly rea- 
sonable, if a large section of the party 


should side with Mr. Babcock in demanding 
modifications of the tariff. 


The support of the demand for reduced 
duties on imports that are kept down in 
order to enable certain combinations to 


maintain prices, has shown most strength 
in the West, and it has found expression 
in the meeting of manufacturers at Detroit. 
A Republican who has followed the course 
of some of the leading newspapers says 
that he would not be surprised if it should 
turn out to be true that Mr. Henderson of 
Iowa is inclined to side with the friends of 
modified tariffs, particularly where tariffs 
help ‘‘trusts.” But it is not considered 
probable that Mr. Henderson will be any- 
thing but an outspoken protectionist if he 
expects to be elected Speaker of the Fifty- 
seventh Congress. Indeed, it is admitted 
that the number of Republicans who will 
follow Mr. Babcock will not be a very im- 
pressive minority, except as it will indicate 
the quick development of a moderate tariff 
faction. = 

The concern felt by the Republican poli- 


‘ticilans who talk about the matter is that 


it may do mischief in the next Congres- 
sional campaign. The discussions of the 
next session will come along just in time 
to be used as campaign material, and if 
there are votes, there may be enough lower 
tariff Republicans and Democrats to make 
the contests too close for comfort. 

A Western Democrat formerly in Con- 
gress, when tariff reform had given his 
party a big majority, said that he would be 
inclined to hope for substantial results com- 
ing out of the imminent Republican divis- 
ion, if it were not for the almost open ac- 
ceptance of protection “‘ principles ”’ by sev- 
eral of the Southern States, and notably 
by prominent Democrats speaking for the 
greater. business interests the South. 
South Carolina and Alabama would not 
send any Republicans to Congress, nor 
would the representatives from either of 
these States be outspoken protectionists, 
but it is known that the development of the 
fron interests of Alabama and the cotton 
manufacturing of South Carolina has de- 
cidedly weakened the free-trade sentiment 
in both of these States among Democrats, 

“You will find,’’ he said, ‘“‘ that some of 
the Democrats from the steel-making dis- 
tricts of the South, and also some of those 
from the cotton manufacturing States of 
South Carolina, North Carolina, and Geor-

“They have come to like a high wall, 
and will regard with that apprehension 
that formerly could have been felt by Re-

At all events, 
the division of the Republicans inthe next 
House will not mean a later victory for 
the Democrats, for the break in the Re- 

ublican Party will serve to show that 
here is to be a break also in the Demo- 
cratic Party. 

“The men who should be our leaders are 
as timid about the tariff as they have come 
to be in talking sound money. They still 
know that before they regain public con- 
fidence they must have sense and courage, 
must find a way to freer trade and re- 
ciprocal trade advantages. When we have 
an affirmative policy on _ those questions, 
and have quit talking about Bryan, the 
Democratic Party will look up again.” 

Among the witnesses before the commis- 
gion were Congressman Robert W. Tayler 
of Ohio and Dr. George Gunton, President 
of the New York Institute of Social Eco- 
nomics. Mr. Tayler took the position that 
@ny discussion of the tariff in Congress at 
this time would have a damaging effect 
upon the country. He said the Dingley 
law was the most equitable tariff law the 
United States had ever had. He took a 
decided position against trusts, and said 
that they are not fostered by the protective 
tariff. Mr. Tayler also said that he be- 
lieved in the principle of reciprocity, but 
that he did not indorse any of the recently 
negotiated reciprocity treaties. 

Dr. Gunton devoted himself especially to 
replying to an argument for freer trade 
recently made before the commission by 
Edward Atkinson. Dr. Gunton said that 
the freedom contended for by opponents of 
the tariff is analogous to the freedom of 
the savage, a freedom which, if indulged 
in too freely, not only_brings injury to 
others, but ruin to himself. 


WANT RECIPROCITY TREATIES. 


Manufacturers in Session in Detroit Ad- 
vocate Trade Conventions and 
Tariff Revision. 

DETROIT, June 6.—At its closing session 
to-day, the National Association of Manu- 
facturers adopted a resolution recommend- 
ing the calling of a general convention for 
the consideration of reciprocity treaties 
with foreign countries. The Executive Com- 
mittee was charged to call and organize 
guch a convention. The following resolu- 
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tion was adopted with regard to the tariff 


revision: 

Resolved, That the National Association 
of Manufacturers affirms the_ following 
principles should govern all legislation; 
The object of tariff legislation should be to 
furnish adequate protection to such prod- 
ucts only as require it, without providing 
for monopoly abuses. The tariff on. goods 
of which the cost of production is. higher in 
the United States than in foreign countries, 
should be at least what is necessary to 
compensate domestic industries for the 
higher cost of production.” 

The association re-elected its old officers, 
as has been the custom since it was or- 
ganized, and fixed Indianapolis as the place 
for the next convention. 











THE GERMAN TARIFF PLAN. 


Some of the Larger States Abandon 


Maximal and Minimal Scheme. 

BERLIN, June 6.—One of the results of 
yesterday’s tariff convention, it is learned, 
is that Prussia and a number of the larger 
German States have abandoned the idea 
of the so-called double tariff; that is to 
Say, maximal and minimal, which com- 
niercial circles considered the main ob- 
stacle in concluding new and mutually sat- 
isfactory commercial treaties. 

Dr. von Miquel, formerly Minister of 
Finance, was the author of the plan which 
was devised as a means to help German 
agriculture. ? 

United States Ambassador White at- 
taches great importance to the news that 
some of the principal German States will 
drop the double tariff, as he believes that 
this will make the negotiation of a com- 
mercial treaty between Germany and the 
United States much more likely. 

‘At the Foreign Office it was said to-day 
that the pesotiations regarding the treaty 





have not* been suspended, although not 
much is being done in connection with 
them, 

‘The tendency here,” said a Foreign 
Office official, ‘‘is to wait and see what 


the United States will do toward reducing 
its tariff in accordance with recent utter- 
ances of President McKinley and Secretary 


Gage, which have not damaged but have 
~, improved the prospects of the 
reaty.”’ 


CHINESE TARIFF QUESTION. 


A Protest from the Shanghai Chamber 


of Commerce. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday Gustav H. 
Schwab, Chairman of the Committee on 
Commerce and Foreign Relations, read the 
following cable dispatch from the Shang- 
hai Chamber of Commerce, a copy of which 
had been forwarded to the State Depart- 
ment at Washington:

MR.CORTELYOU IN THE CABINET? 





Report that President’s Secretary 
Will Get a Portfolio Revived, 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 6.—A White House 
rumor revives the report that Secretary 
Cortelyou may be advanced from his pres- 
ent position to that of a member of the 
Cabinet. This is suggested by the report 
that Major O. L. Pruden, Assistant Secre- 
tary to the President, who was appointed 
a Major and Paymaster, will go into service 
and make way for the advancement of 

Chief Clerk Rudolph Forster. 

The opinion is expressed that there will 
be an opening for Mr. Cortelyou in a short 
time. Notwithstanding contradictions of the 
report, opinion points to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith as the Cabinet officer most like- 


ly to retire, and Mr. Cortelyou’s experi- 
ence in the Post Office Department, where 
he was the confidential clerk of Assistant 
Postmaster General Maxwell, would be a 
preparation for his discharge of the duties 
of the office. 


EX-SENATOR TOWNE IN TEXAS. 


Now Interested in Oil Fields—Be- 
lieves It His Duty to Make Money. 
Special to The New York Times. 
AUSTIN, Texas, June 6.—It was an- 
nounced here to-day that ex-Senator 
Charles A. Towne of Minnesota, Gov. Ben- 
ton McMillin of Tennessee, and ex-Gov. 
J. S. Hogg are members of a company now 
being organized which proposes to develop 
their holdings in the Beaumont oil field on 
a most extensive scale. The capital stock 
of the company will probably be $5,000,000, 
and it proposes to put down a large number 
of oil wells. and to build and operate oil 
pipe lines and refineries. These men are 
now at Beaumont. In addition to his inter- 
est in this company, Mr. Towne yesterday 
purchased, fur another syndicate in which 
he is interested, one-quarter of an acre of 


land in the proven oil field, paying $25,000 
for it. Speaking of his business plans to- 
day, Mr. Towne said: 

“JT have retired from politics for good, 
and shall devote my time hereafter to mak- 
ing money. I think it is my duty to provide 
for a competency for myself and family.” 





FRENCH AMBASSADOR RECALLED. 


Leon Bourgeois to Succeed Marquis de 
Noailles at Berlin. 


LONDON, June 7.—‘‘I learn,’’ says the 
Paris correspondent of The Daily Chronicle, 
‘“*that M. Delcassé has decided to recall the 
French Ambassador to Germany, Marquis 
de Neaoilles, and that M. Leon Bourgeois 
will probably succeed him.”’ 

Commenting editorially upon this dis- 


patch, The Daily Chronicle suggests that 
the change is the outcome of French re- 
sentment at the act of Emperor William 
in celebrating at Metz the birthday of the 
Czar. 





THE CARNEGIE £2,000,000 GIFT. 


Scottish Press Now Praises Plan—lts 
Principal Features Settled. 


LONDON, June 7.—At a meeting held 
yesterday to consider Mr. Carnegie’s educa- 
tional plans for Scotland the Earl of Elgin 
and Lord Rosebery were present.

LONDON, June 7.—‘‘ There is considera- 
ble alarm in Switzerland,’’ says the Geneva 
correspondent of The Daily Express, ‘‘ over 
a report that J..Pierpont Morgan contem- 
plates the formation of a watch combine 
to kill off the importation of Swiss watches 

and materials. 

“Tt is said that the combination will 
include the Philadelphia Watch Case Com- 
any of Riverside, N. J., and the Standard 
Vatch Company of Lafayette, J., as 
well as other concerns. The Swiss manu- 
facturers intend to fight the contemplated 
trust.”

House of Commons Votes That Amount 
After Bitter Debate — Report on 


War Office Reorganization.

LONDON, June 7.—After a long and some- 
what embittered discussion of the policy of 
the War Office in buying horses for use in 
South Africa, the House of Commons last 
night, by a vote of 159 to 60, granted the 
sum of £15,779,000 for transports and re- 
mounts. 

Sir Blundell Maple (Conservative) assert- 


ed that British officers who had been sent 


to Hungary and Austria had purchased 
broken-down, animals at extravagant prices 
and divided with the sellers the price 
charged the British Government above the 
actual cost. 
of a committee of inquiry. 

Lord Stanley, Financial Secretary of the 
War Office, said an inquiry would be made 
into the matter, and he believed that the 
accusations of corruption brought against 
British officers would be disproved. 

Mr. Brodrick, the War Secretary, said the 
War Office paid’for horses in England £42, 
in Canada £30, and in Australia, the United 
States, and Hungary from £20 to £25 each. 

Later in the discussion Mr. Brodrick said 
a telegram had just reached him from 
Lord Kitchener announcing that between 
50,000 and 60,000 troops were now suitably 
mounted. The War Secretary defended the 
good quality of the horses bought abroad. 

It is understood that the charges made 
by Sir Blundell Maple are of a very serious 
character. It is asserted that in one case 
an officer netted £50,000 in the purchase of 
horses in Hungary. 

Dissatisfaction is said to have existed in 
the colonies because the Government has 
been buying horses on the Continent when 
colonial animals were available. 

Simplification and decentralization are 
the keynotes of the report issued yesterday 
by the committee, under the Chairmanship 
of Clinton E. Dawkins, (partner in J. S. 
Morgan & Co.,) appointed to inquire into 
the War Office orgahization. The aboli- 
tion is recommended of the present system 
of ruling the army by minute and irritating 
regulations, both military and financial. 

The committee considers the War Office 
ought to be relieved by the decentraliza- 
tion of a mass of routine work now absorb- 
ing the energies of the high offtcials and 
preventing proper attention to important 
military quéstions. 

Further decentgalization, it is said, should 
be secured by an enlargement of the pow- 
ers and responsibilities of the officers com- 
manding districts, and, finally, a permanent 
War Office Board ought to be established, 
which, under the authority of the Secré- 
tary of State, should control the business 
of the War Office as a whole, without de- 
tracting from the individual responsibill- 


ties of the Commander in Chief and heads 


of departments, 


BOERS BADLY BEATEN. 


Part of Beyer’s Command Put to Flight, 
Leaving Thirty-seven Dead, All Its 
Supplies, and 8,000 Cattle. 
PRETORIA, June 5.-—Col. Wilson, with 
240 of Kitchener’s scouts, has surprised 
and routed 400 Boers belonging to the 
Beyer command, thirty-four miles west of 

War Baths. 

The Boers resisted stubbornly, but finally 
broke and fled, leaving 37 dead, 100 prison- 
ers, and all their wagons and supplies, in- 
cluding 8,000 cattle, in the hands of the 


British. The loss of the latter was three 
men killed and fifteen wounded. 

Beyer’s main command arrived on the 
scene soon after the engagement, but 
failed in an attempt to recapture the ~ 
plies. Beyer was thus left practically with- 


out any transport or supplies. ‘

DEAF MUTE PUPIL DROWNED. 


His Comrades Bravely Tried to Save 


Him—Fatal Dive After Rowing. 


Frederick J. Nimmo, seventeen years old, 
who was regarded as one of the best ath- 
letes of the New York Institution for the 
Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb, was 
drowned in the North River late yester- 
day afternoon in plain view of about fif- 
teen of his comrades, who struggled vainly 
to aid him. 

The boys, all deaf mutes, started from 
the foot of One Hundred and Sixty-third 
Street in a heavy barge shortly after 5 
o'clock, for a row, as was their daily cus- 
tom, and had reached a point on the New 
Jersey shore directly opposite, when half a 
dozen of them went in swimming. This 
was in violation of the rules. Nimmo 
climbed upon an old dock to make a dive 
and struck the water flat on his stomach. 
He was seen to be in distress, and George 
Rau and Alfred Stern of the party jumped 
in and held hfs head above water for a 
short time, while the others tried to row 
the boat up to him. Nimmo broke from 
their grasp, however, and sank, and his 
body was not recovered. 

Nimmo had been an inmate of the insti- 
tution for seven years. He was the son 
of Robert L. Nimmo of the New York 
Cotton Exchange, who lives in Brooklyn, 
and who has a Summer home at Allendale, 
. J. Young Nimmo was very proficient 
in all his studies, and was making a spe- 
cialty of horticulture. He was the Corporal 
in the military battalion of the institution. 


PHILADELPHIA RAILWAY FIGHT. 


President George D. Widener Asks City 


Council for Franchises. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 6.—The first 
move in the prospective struggle for street 
railway franchises in this city since the 
Focht and Emery bills were introduced in 
the State Legislature was made to-day 
when George D. Widener, President of the 
West Philadelphia Passenger Railway 
Company, applied to the City Council for 
permission to lay tracks on all the main 
s{reets in West Philadelphia, the section 
ok the city west of the Schuylkill River 
not occupied by car lines. 

The application bears the date of June 
6, and recites that the privilege is asked for 
under the act of April 8, 1858, and that the 
preposed extensions mentioned in the appli- 
cation are to be built under and subject to 
the city ordinance of April 1, 1891. The ap- 
plication was referred to the Committee on 
Street Railways without comment. 


Mr. Elkins and Mr. Widener Not Worried 


LONDON, June 6.—W. L. Elkins of Phil- 
acelphia, who is now in this city, when 
questioned to-day regarding the recent pas- 
sage of the Traction bill by the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature, said he had heard in- 
ena of the passage of the act permit- 
ting the building of elevated and under- 
grounc roads, but that was all he knew of 
the matter, and he was not worrying in 
the least, nor was he taking any action. 
P. A. B. Widener of Philadelphia, who was 
seen here also, said he had not even heard 
the law had been passed, and he had noth- 
ing to gay on the subject. 


DROWNED NINE MONTHS AGO. 


Recovery of the Body of F. S. Jones, 
an Attache of the American Le- 
gation in Argentina.

RICHMOND, Va., June 6.—The body -of 
F. 8S. Jones, an attaché of the American 
Legation at ‘Buenos Ayres, who was 
drowned In a creek near Shadwell, Albe- 
marlé County, nine months ago, was found 
to-day. It had washed down the stream 
two miles. About the neck was the rem- 
nant of a scarf in which a scarfpin re- 
mained. 

Mr. Jones was a native of Louisiana, was 
educated abroad, and spoke several lan- 
guages. For several years he was an in- 
terpreter in the State Department. 

About nine months ago Mr. Jones, who 
had been at Warm Springs, started to Ridge 
Hill to visit Dr. G. S. Wise. Coming to the 
creek, which was swollen, his driver, a 
negro boy, refused to drive in, but Mr. 
Jones forced the horse in. He and the 
horse were drowned, but the boy escaped. 


WOMAN CONDEMNS CANTEEN. 








Mrs. Matilda B. Carse Says Inmates of 
Soldiers’ Homes Are Topers.

Miss Helen Hood vigorously advocated 
the suppression of the sale of liquor to old 
soldiers. She said that an effort would 
soon be made to have the anti-canteen law 
repealed, and that if temperance people are 


to retain the maveninge they have gained 
they must be alert, and work continually. 

The sentiments expressed by the speaker 
were ontnumaniceny, applauded, but no 
definite plan was outlined to accomplish the 
desired results.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 6.—The Pabst 
Brewing Company suffered a loss by fire 
to-night to the extent of between $150,000 
and $200,000, fully covered by insurance.

of the malthouse, adjoining, was destroyed. 
John Smith, a coppersmith, died from in- 
juries sustained by falling four stories.

LINCOLN’S REMAINS IN DANGER ? 





Robert T. Lincoln Wants Them Secured 


Against Desecration. 

CHICAGO, June 6.—The Inter Ocean will 
say to-morrow: 

“The recent reinterment of the remains 
of Abraham Lincoln at Spfingfield, Ill., has 
been done in such a manner as to leave 
them in a measure at the mercy of body- 
snatchers, and steps are to be taken at 
once, at the instance of Robert T. Lincoln, 
to have the remains placed, as in the for- 
mer monument, under a huge block of 


cement, “where they will be out of the reach 
of any attempt at molestation. 

“Mr. Lincoln some time ago gained the 
idea that the remains of his father were 
not properly secured against possible 
desecration by body-snatchers, and de- 
termined to make an investigation on his 
own account. He went to Springfield in 
the disguise of a workman, and spent much 
time in and around the new monument. He 
came to the conclusion that the present 
location of the body left it in a measure 
at the mercy of anybody who should desire 
to carry it away, particularly as there is 
no watchman around the monument at 
night. He will take steps at once to have 
the matter remedied, and have the body 

laced so that it will hereafter be secure 
rom any interference whatever.” 


GOV. SAMFORD CRITICALLY ILL. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 6.—A dispatch 
to The Age-Herald, from Tuscaloosa, Ala., 


says:

YERKES’S LONDON PLANS 


Details of His Project to Modern- 
ize*the Underground Road. 








Stockholders, at Meeting in London, 
Approve the Scheme—Mr. Yerkes 
Explains His Purposes. 





LONDON, June 7.—The stockholders of 
the Metropolitan District Railway, at a 
special meeting held yesterday, sanctioned 
Charles T. Yerkes’s plan for the introduc- 
tion of electricity as the motive power of 
the road. In explaining his plan in an 
interview last night Mr. Yerkes said: 

‘We have practically got control of the 
London Underground Railway. That is 
what it amounts to. My syndicate is com- 
posed of both British and American 
financiers, although far the larger propor- 
tion of the capital comes from the United 
States. We hope to begin work in a few 
months, as soon as the necessary consent 
of Parliament has been obtained. 

“The system we intend to install is al- 
most exactly similar to that in use on the 
elevated lines in Chicago. We will sell the 
present antiquated cars and _ substitute 
those of an American pattern. We intend 
to rebuild the stations, to install are lights, 
and to make the road equal to any rapid 
transit line in the world. 

‘““We must have American engineers to 
do the work. They know nothing about 
that sort of thing here. The trouble with 
the English concerns is that they don’t 
know the value of @ scrap heap. 

“As to the agitation about the United 
States buying up England, it. is absurd) 
Years ago British capital controlled the 
bulk of the American railroads. Since 
then Great Britain has been on the de- 
cline, and the United States have pro- 
gressed. As a natural result, the circum- 
stances are now reversed. 

‘“When [ first proposed to take over the 
underground railway the English company 
raised all sorts of objections, but gradually 
they came round, and they now appear to 
be perfectly satisfied with the bargain. 

‘*T cannot say who are in with me. How- 
ever, I wish to assert distinctly that the 
report that the Widener-Elkins group is in 
any way connected with the syndicate is 
absolutely untrue. E 

**L-intend to remain here for a consider- 
able time, as there are likely to be several 
things needing my personal attention. 

After declining to say whether he con- 
templated buying up other roads, Mr. 
Yerkes concluded with a declaration that 
the remodeled underground railway. would 
be far superior to the exfSting London 
“Tube.” ‘The people who built that,” 
said he, ‘‘ khew nothing except how to dig 
holes. Everything else is wrong. Chicago 
is ahead of the rest of the world in electric 
traction. If they had gtudied the Chicago 
system they might havé given London some- 
thing better. In the course of time my 
syndicate will be represented by Directors 
on the board of the underground railway, 
but there is no hurry about that.’ 

The remodeling of the District Railway is 
so welcome to Londoners that little or 
nothing is heard of jealousy of American 
enterprise. All the papers express pleas- 
ure, and, as The,Daily Mail says, ** Better 
by American agency than not at all. 


At the stockholders’ meeting yester- 
day, ; Forbes, the President, 
said -the work would occupy two years. 
He had full confidence in the abil- 


ity of Mr. Yerkes and his associates, who 
had already guaranteed their good faith in 
buying up half the common stock. The 
Americans undertook to find the neces- 
sary money and do the werk themselves. 
The President thought such a simple prop- 
osition did not need much argument to 
recommend itself to the stockholders. 

The agreement of the railway with Mr. 
Yerkes provided for the formation of an 
electric traction company to operate the 
road. Mr. Yerkes, who represented six- 
teen of the most influential firms, bank- 
ers, and capitalists, was read to stake a 
million to help the railway retrieve its 
position. The syndicate had hought al- 
ready shares to the value of £1,250,000, and 
was ready to buy as many more. It had 
to construct a generating station at Chel- 
sea, make the necessary alterations in the 
permanent way, and construct new rolling 
stock. 

The traction company undertook to con- 
vert the line without interfering with a 
single train. Half a million of ordinary 
stock paid to the traction company was 
taken at the nominal price of £25, and £166,- 
000 was taken in 4 per cent. debentures at 
par. Five per cent. interest was to be paid 
to the Americans on the outlay. A syndi- 
cate of bankers had undertaken to put up 
£1,000,000 as security for carrying out the 
contract. , 

Mr. Yerkes was present at the meeting, 
but did not speak. 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 6.—The details 
of the plan for the formation of the Metro- 
politan District Electric Traction Com- 
pany-in London, engineered by Charles re 
Yerkes of Chicago, with whom were asso- 
ciated officials and experts of the Mary- 
land Trust Company, were made public in 
this city to-day. The Maryland Company 
will be the American financial agent of 
the enterprise. 

Cen J. Willeox Brown, President of the 


Maryland ‘Trust Company, spent three 
months in London in the past year exam- 
ining the property and its pogsibilities. He 


had the assistance of the welkknown con- 
struction and electrical engineering cor- 
poration, J. G. White & Co., whose head- 
quarters, .which were formerly in Balti- 
more, are now in London. The experts of 
this concern made a thorough examination 
of the Metropolitan Railway and submit- 
ted an exhaustive report. Their estimates 
were afterwar@ confirmed by the examina- 
tion of a Chicago engineer. A number of 
conferences followed between Mr. Yerkes 
and Col. Brown. Since the latter’s return 
to this country he has been in conference 
with the American capitalists that are 
jointly interested with English capitalists 
in “a five-million-dollar syndicate formed 
to carry out the plans agreed upgn for the 
Metropolitan ‘Railway. The Mé¢tropolitan 
District Electric Traction Company, which 
is organized under the plan, will equip the 
‘Metropolitan District Railway Company 
and control it. 

The latter is considered the key to the 
rapid transit situation in London. Its posi- 
tion is regarded as favorable for the intro- 
duction of the new ideas, which promise to 
revolutionize the transportation business 
in and about London. his railway serves 
directly 1,000,000 people along its. own 
tracks. This service will be increased fully 
50 per cent., and the average train speed 
will be 25 per cent. faster than at present. 
Trains with a maximum speed of twenty- 
five miles an hour are contemplated. 

The Metropolitan has liberal franchises, 
which permit expansion to meet any re- 
quirements in the growth of its business. 
One valuable right it possesses is the fran- 
chise to build another tunnel below its 
present one. The future may call for such 
an addition, owing to the growing density 
of the population and the big movement of 
passengers this condition creates. It is pro 
posed to spend over £300,000 on new rolling 
stock and nearly £400,000 on a great power 


station. Other expenditures will increase 
the outlay to over £1,000,000. 
Robert W. Perks, M. P., solicitor for the 


company, during the course of the meeting 
urged the importance of hastening the plahs 
of Mr. Yerkes, giving as a reason that an 
American millionaire was interested in a 
project to construct an entirely new electric 
road from the City to ceadilly. It is 
suggested that the millionaire referred to 
is t Pierpont Morgan. 


ATTACKS AMERICAN, ENGINES. 


British Railway Company Finds Them 
Expensive to Run—Sir Alfred Hick- 
man Writes Another Letter. 
LONDON, June 6.—The Midland Railway 
Company, since the latter half of 1899, 
has been using forty American locomotives. 
Samuel W. Johnson, Superintendent of the 
locomotive department of the company, 
will say in The Daily Mail to-morrow that 
the results of six months’ comparative tests 
made with standard Midland goods en- 
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gines under the same conditions showed 


the extra working cost of the American 
locomotive over the British to be from 20 
to 25 per cent. in fuel, 50 per cent. in oil, 
and 60 per cent. in repairs. 

“It must be said that the American en- 
gines worked the trains satisfactorily,” 
Mr. Johnson will say, ‘‘ but their inferior- 
ity in the three points named is incon- 
testible.” 

The American locomotives in question 
cost £400. less than the British. They were 
delivered in the course of a few months, 


while the locomotives ordered -of British 
firms in February, 1897, were not deliv- 


ered until February, 1900, largely on ac- 
count of the strike. 

Sir Ernest Paget, Chairman of the’ Mid- 
land Railway’Company, will confirm Mr. 
Johnson’s statement in The Daily Mail, 
but _will any 

“In the United States they make their 
engines on an/entirely different principle 
and with quite an opposite idea to ours as 
to their future. In the United States you 
take an engine off a peg, as it were, and 
from then work it right out till it dies, 
giving it no rest. The American conten- 
tion is that by the time it is done for, 
something better will come along. 

“We make our engines as sapd as we 
possibly can, and then we tend them care- 
ully, rest them, -clean them, and do every- 
thing to make them last. 

“Although the Midland Railway Com- 
any would not give another order unless 
n exceptional circumstances, it would not 
be correct to say that the American loco-, 
motives are not good. The Ameficans can 
make them as well as we can, but the 
conditions are different. Ours are better 
under all circumstances.’ There is no mar- 
ket in the English railways for American 
engines. Abroad it is different."’ 

Sir Alfred’ Hickman, ex-President of the 
British Iron Trade Association, has writ- 
ten another letter to Lord George Hamil- 
ton, the Indian Secretary, concerning Amer- 
ican locomotives, citing the reply of Lord 
Cromer, the British agent in Egypt, rela- 
tive to the consumption of coal by British 
and foreign engines in Egypt. Lord Cro- 
mer said a definite report could not be 
given for two months, ‘“ but Major John- 
stone thinks the Americans average 10,per 
cent. more coal than the other types.’’ 

Sir Alfred comments as follows: ‘ This, 
so far, confirms the reports from Burmah 
and Assam, and,. if correct, would make 


American engines dear as a gift. 
“With reference to your claim that 
Americans are superior in chemical re- 


search, I venture to point out that the 
achievements in metallurgy of Cort, Hall, 
Neilsen. Bessemer, Siemens, Martin, Gil- 
christ, Thomas, and Robert S. Austin are 
not due to American research. I would re- 
spectfully invite you to~name any Amer- 
ican who could claim rank with them.”’

WASHINGTON, June 6.—There was a 
slight improvement in Mrs. McKinley’s 
condition this morning, but none during the 
day.

SAN JOSE SCALE IN NEWBURG. 


Fruit Trees Planted for Their Foliage 
Are the Principal Sufferers.

NEWBURG, N. Y., June 6.—Superintend- 
ent Weed of the Downing Park, this city, 
is removing a large quantity of shrubbery 
from the park, which has been found in- 
fested by the San Jose scale.

The trees 
principally affected are the fruits planted 
for their foliage, &c. The shrubs removed 
are at once burned to destroy possibility of 
a spread of the pest.

REVISION OF CHURCH FORMS. 


Synod of the Reformed Dutch Body 
Now Considering Changes.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., June 6.—The 
principal feature of to-day’s session of the 
General Synod of the Reformed Dutch 
Church in America, in the Second Church 
of this city, was the report of committees 
appointed to consider the revision of the 
baptismal and ordination forms of the 
Church. In the former case the committee 
selected and presented to the Synod alter- 
natives for three responses in baptism, in 
each case substituting for the words “ con- 
ceived and born in sin” the words “ sinful 
by nature.” The first of these changes was 
taken‘up and defeated by a large majority. 
The other two will be taken up at to-mor- 
row’s session. The rest of the changes 
deal with the short responses and substi- 
tute ‘‘I do,” ‘“‘I am,” and ‘I have,” for 
“Fea. 

The proposed ordination form changes 
will be acted upon to-morrow by the Synod. 
During to-day’s session the salaries of the 
Professors of the Theological Seminary of 
the Church, in this city, were fixed at 
2500 each. The new figure will be a 
permanent one.

THEFTS AMOUNT TO $3,000 





Trapped by Detectives on Trolley Car 
Ride She Pleads Guilty When 
Arraigned.

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., June 6.—Miss 
Mabel Lawrence Burt of Bridgeton, N. J., 
twenty-one years old, for three years a stu- 
dent at Smith CoHege, was arrested last 
night on the charge of having robbed her 
fellow-students of money and jewelry to 
the amount of $3,000. 

In the district court this morning Miss 
Burt pleaded guilty to a complaint con- 
taining two counts and was bound over to 
the Superior Court in $1,500. Being unable 
to furnish bail, she was taken back to her 
cell, 

Last night in Chief Naybard’s room at 
Police Headquarters Miss Burt is said to 
have made a confession. According to 
the police she told. of having stolen 
valuables, money, and jewelry during a 
period covering five or six months, but 
the details of the confession the Chief re- 
fused to divulge, nor would he permit 
any one to talk with the prisoner until 
she shall have seen her father, J. Ogden 
Burt, a lawyer of Bridgeton, who is ex- 
pected to arrive to-morrow. 

Miss Burt entered with Smith College 
with the class of 1901, a younger sister en- 
tering a lower class at the same time. The 
sisters and their mother took rooms with 
N. B. Lucia, at 178 Prospect Street, and 
lived there until the early part of last 
June, when the daughters left college and 
returned to Bridgeton. Nothing was seen 
or heard of Miss Mabel until she came back 
to Northampton alone early last January. 
She did not stop long at any one time,! it 
fs said, but spent an afternoon:or a day 
and night with former classmates in dif- 
ferent dormitories. 

After each visit it was said that valuables 
were missing. 

When Miss Burt went away in February 
the thefts ceased, but when she returned 
complaints were again lodged with the po- 
lice and suspicion was directed to her, but 
it was hard to obtain proof or to trace and 
recover any of the missing property. 

In May Miss Burt came back to North- 
ampton, after a visit to her home, and more 
valuables were missed. The police were 
about to arrest her, when a detective ar- 
rived with a commission from a Chicago 
man to try to recover two rings, one a dia- 
mond valued at $1,000, and another an 
opal, valued at $600, said to have been 
stolen from Miss Henrietta d&. Tifft of 


Chicago, a member of e class of 1902. 
The police believed that Miss Burt had 
the jewelry or knew where it was. Yester- 
Gay the climax came in the arrest of Mabel 
surt. 

Two valuable rings, a watch, several 
urses, and numerous other articles of 
ewelry were recovered. They correspond 
to the description of articles taken from 
college rooms since last January. 

Miss Burt was entirely self-possessed in 
court. She did not show any evidences of 
nervoushess or shame at the ordeal she 
faced. She is a brunette, small and slen- 
der, and auite attractive. 





The complaint contained two counts, the 
first charging Miss Burt with the larceny 
of a diamond and ruby ring on May 20 


from the room of Miss Henrietta H. Tifft, 
valued at $1,000; the second complaint al- 
leged the theft of a gold watch valued at 
$100 from the room of Miss Louise Meyer 
on Jan. 20. Having read the complaints, 
the clerk asked ‘‘ What say you to these 
charges, guilty, or not guilty ?” 

** Guiltv! ’’ was the firm, clear answer. 

Judge Strickland asked: ‘‘ How old are 
you, Miss Burt?” 

‘Twenty-one,’ was the reply. 

It cannot be ascertained to-night what 
explanation Miss Burt offered the police 
for her conduct. Northampton people are 
inclined to attribute it all to some form of 
mania. The detective, it is said, obtained 
a confession from Miss Burt while riding 
with her on a trolley car yesterday. 


BRIDGETON, N. J., June 6.—Miss Mabel 
Burt, whose arrest at Northampton, Mass., 
is reported, is a daughter of J. Ogden Burt, 
a well-known lawyer of this city. No de- 
tails of the Northampton affair are known 
here beyond the announcement that Miss 
Burt is accused of larceny from fellow- 
students at Smith College.

JAM OF ORE VESSELS. 


Docking Facilities at Ashtabula and 
Conneaut Are Inadequate.

ASHTABULA, Ohio, June 6.—The jam of 
ore vessels at Conneaut Harbor continues, 
and the docking facilities are inadequate, 
Daily since May 29 there have been twice 
as many, vessels in port as could be well 
handled. A part of the time it has been 
impossible to give these vessels quick dis- 
patch, and the harbor has been so crowde¢ 
that several boats were compelled to ree 
main outside for five or six hours. 

Several cargoes of ore have been trans- 
ferred from Conneaut to Ashtabula to be 


unloaded. The Superior dock here, which ig 
under the control of the steel trust, has just 
resumed operations, employing 200 men. 
Vessels which cannot receive quick dis- 
patch at Conneaut will be sent here. Night 
work has been inaugurated at Conneaut 
Harbor. 

The heaviest trains yet hauled in the 
United States are now being run between 
Conneaut and the furnace districts over the 
Bessemer Railroad. These trains are drawn 
by Pittsburg ‘‘ mogul ” opgines. and weigh 
2.372 tons when they leavé Conneaut. After 
they have climbed what is known as the 
‘Hog Back” Hill and reached Albion, 
Penn., the load.is increased to 2,600 tons, 
which is drawn by one engine. The ‘‘ Hog 
Back ”’ Hill, up which these trains go after 
they leave Conneaut, is the heaviest grade 
known to the ore-carrying world. As many 
as fifteen trains a day are now being 
hauled south from the docks over the 








Bessemer or Carnegie Road. The Besse- 
mer’s record for a single A is 568 cars, 
carrying an aggregate of 25,544 tons.

The raids, though unyielding of results, 
beyond the confiscating of bunches of sell- 
ing slips, megaphones, telegraph instru- 
ments, &c., were sensational and amusing 
to the onlookers, numbering thousands.

Todd, and asked for a 
sufficient number of men to execute them. 
Detective Dwyer and six men were assigned 
to go with Mr. Wooley, and they were soon 
on their way toward Thirty-seventh Street. 

In the meantime, six of Superintendent 
MecCullagh’s deputies had arrived at the 
lace of the raid, and with axes and 
ceteets began breaking down the door. 
Up one tlight, where the poolroom was aft- 
erward found to be located, there reigned 
pandemunium. It was crowded to suffoca- 
tion with nearly two hundred persons. The 
gamblers had the choice of Jumping to 
the ground, to the rear yard of the resi- 
dence on Thirty-eighth Street, or climbing 
by the means of a ladder to the roof. The 
majority, possibly including the men want- 
ed by the committee, escaped by jumping, 
a distance of ten feet or more, into the 
yard. Several of the detectives attempted 

. to stop the stampede by way of the Thirty- 

; eighth Street exit, and drew their revolvers 
and shouted the usual command to stop. 
But the orders were unheeded. Other

Street. The latter was injured slightly by 
jumping from the window, and when later 
released by Justice Jerome, had to be taken 
from the station in a cab.

Dean James Earl Russell of Teachers 
College, made the announcement yesterday 
that’ John ._D. Rockefeller has endowed 
three scholarships in the college, of an an- 


nual value of $500 each. The scholarships’ 


will be awarded to colored Southern teach- 
ers who have shown ability in collegiate 
work, and who have had some success in 
teaching. 

The first scholarship will be awarded to 
a graduate of Tuskeegee Institute, to be 
recommended by Booker T. Washington. 
The second will be awarded to a graduate 
of the Spelman Seminary of Atlanta, Ga., 


upon the nomination of the Principal, and 
the third will go to a graduate of the 
Hampton Institute, upon the nomfnation 
of Dr. Fressell.

FACTORY INSPECTORS 
ABOUT TO BE ARRESTED. 


Deputies Working In This City Accused 
of Malfeasance and Taking 
Money for Licenses. 
ALBANY, June 6.—State Labor Commis- 
sioner McMackin expects that at least four 
Deputy Factory Inspectors in New York 
City will be arrested on the charge of col- 
lusion and malfeasance in office. It was 
expected that arrests would be made to- 
day, but up to a late hour to-night the 
Corfmissioner had not been informed that 

any had been made. 

By mere accident the Commissioner came 
upon what he believes to be a most serious 
condition in the administration of the State 
factory laws. He has been informed that 
employes in the factory department have 
been receiving bribes for winking at al- 
leged violations of the factory laws, and 
that fees ranging from $5 to $10 have been 


received from poor people for licenses to 
manufacture in their homes, whereas the 
State law provides for no license fee. 

The Commissioner stated to-night that 
the discoveries had been made through his 
efforts to have a complete inspection of all 
factories and sweat ®hops in New York 
City. He hag sent there all his up-State 
Inspectors, and they found that something 
was wrong with the manner in which mat- 
ters were conducted. An investigation fol- 
lowed, with the result made kgown to-day. 

The Commissioner held a _ consultation 
with Attorney General Davies this evening, 
and it was decided that the prosecution of 
the men accused should be placed in the 
hends of Deputy Attorney Job E, Hedges, 
who is in New York City.

Secretary of Baptist Home Missions 


Has Bright's Disease. 

ATLANTA, Ga., June 6.—The Rev. Dr. 
F. H. Kerfoot, Corresponding Secretary of 
the Baptist Home Mission Board, is crit- 
ically ill at his home in this city. His at- 
tending physicians said this evening:

| GEORGIA BANKERS HERE 


THE 








Over 125, With Their Families, on 
/ a Pleasure Trip. 








Have Been Attending the Annual Con- 
vention of Their Association at 
Old ‘Point Comfort. 





More than 125 bankers of Georgia, with 
their wives and families, arrived in this 
city in two installments yesterday after- 
noon on the ‘Old Dominion steamers Guy- 
andotte and Princess Anne from Old Point 
Comfort, Va., where for two days the 
tenth annual convention of the Georgia 
Bankers’ Association has been in session. 

This is the first instance on record of 
a State bankers’ association holding its 
convention: outside of its own State, and 
it is also one of the few instances where 
after the adjournment of a convention the 
delegates practically en masse have 
changed their base of operations to still 
another State to round out an extensive 
sightseeing tour. The first experiment, 
which has been watched with interest 
by State associations all over the South, 
has proved @ success, as the convention, 
the delegates agree, has been the most 


notable in the fistory of. the organiza- 
tion, both in point of attendance and re- 
sults attained. : 

The two installments of bankers landed 
here yesterday represent about 100 Georgia 
banks. The visitors have made the Gilsey 
House their headquarters. They come with 
no set programme. Many will leavé to- 
morrow for the Pan-American Exposition 
at Buffalo; others will make visits to 
Boston and other New England cities, ang 
several small excursions will be made into 
Canada along the St. Lawrence River, 
while still ‘others will remain in this city. 

It was explained by one of the delegates 
that the entire delegation came as one 
big family, as the bankers of Georgia 
have passed through so many periods in 
the State's history where they had to stand 
shoulder to shoulder that all have an in- 
timate personal acquaintance with each 
other. Half the delegates call each other 
by their first name, and the corridors of 
the Gilsey House last night had an air 
of the old plantation days. 

The first and larger installment of visitors 
arrived on the Guyandotte early in the af- 
ternoon, after a trip from Hampton Roads 
enlivened by a concert and a banquet, in 
which many bank Presidents took part, 
and it is claimed that I, P. Hillyer, Cashier 
of the American Natiofal Bank of Macon, 
and the veteran Secretary of the Bankers’ 
Association, so far unbent as to execute a 
Georgia ‘‘ shakedown,”’ a venerable South- 
ern terpsichorean feat. 

The delegation filtered up town by va- 
rious conveyances in democratic fashion, 
converging at the Gilsey House just long 
enough to deposit baggage, diverged again 
on a tour of sightseeing. 


SUCCESS OF THE CONVENTION. 


All of the delegates interviewed were full 
of the success of the cenvention, which 


convened at the Hotel Chamberlin at Old 
Point Comfort. President F. P. Hardwick 
of Dalton, Ga., member of the firm of C. L. 
Hardwick & Co.. one of the oldest banking 
houses of the State, presided, and in his 
opening address called attention to the fact 
that the prosperity wave had not reached 
Georgia, but had originated there, and was 
there to stay this time. He reviewed the 
banking interests of the State, and said 
that the financial outlook from every part 
of the State was never brighter. The con- 
vention was also addressed by Ellis H. 
Roberts, Uniteti States Treasurer; William 
C. Cornwell, Vice President of “the City 
National Bank of Buffalo, an&@ John M. 
Miller, Jr., Cashier of the Farmers and 
Merchants’ Bank of Clarlotte, N. C., and

PROSPERITY OF GEORGIA. 


‘The number of banks in the State of 
Georgia,”’ said the veteran F. P. Hard- 
wick, in discussing the situation, ‘“‘ has in- 


creased fully 15 per cent. within the past 
pe and a half, and the bank deposits have 
ncreased fully 25 per cent. in that time. 
There are several reasons for this great 
increase in t prosperity of the State. 
The principal e, I think, is in the recent 
development Af the small industries. At 
one time the entire resources of the State 
were agricultural, and cotton was almost 
the only product. No planter seemed to 
think of anything else. In time the price 
of cotton declined and the financial pros- 
erity of the people declined with it. The 
anking business suffered prgportionately, 
of course. There were some mal seasons 
tided over. 

“In later years, however, and especially 
within the past three or four years, there 
has been an industfial transformation. The 
farmers have turned their attention to 
wheat and fruit growing, and factories 
have sprung up so that now Georgians are 
putting money in bank who had been bor- 
rowing ever since the war. In North 
Georgia there is one farmer who will this 
reer matket $25,000 worth of peaches. 

any others will do a business almost ks 
large. Naval stores and lumber are taking 
up a lot of capital in South Georgia. Cot- 
ton is bringing good prices, and cotton mills 
are still being built, although during the 
past year this industry has not made any 
money owing to the disturbed condition of 
the foreign markets. 

‘The bankers are now so prosperous that 
they can afford to allow farmers to hold 
their produce for better prices. The sit- 
uation is rosy in the extreme.” 

Other bankers told a similar story of 
pecepeiy, and mentioned incidentally that 
heir business was running along so 
smoothly that they would not hurry or 
worry about getting back home.

WANTED $200 OR A LIFE 





New Yorker Arrested for Threaten- | 


ing to Kill Cousin in Boston. 





Said to Have Written Letter Giving 
Proposed Victim Choice Between 
Payment and Death.

BOSTON, June 6.—Charles 8. Davis, forty 
years old, of 160 West Twenty-third Street, 
New York City, was arrested this morning 
in Post Office Square by Inspectors Harris, 
Gaddis, and Cronin on a warrant charging 
him with threatening an injury to his 
cousin, Edward D. Emerson, of 39 Gurney 
Street, Wellesley Hills. If Davis wrote the 
letters which Emerson charges him with 
forwarding he is a desperate man. 

¥or a long time Emerson has befriended 
the man, and consequently was greatly 
surprised to receive the other day a letter 
threatening him with immediate annihila- 
tion if he did not send $200 at once. Emer- 
son turned the letter over to the police, 
and the arrest followed. Davis has gone 
through a fortune of more than $25,000 in 
the last five years. At times, when he 
was financially embarrassed, he went to 
his cousin, Emerson, who loaned him sub- 
stantial sums of money. 

In 1891 Emerson and Davis were inter- 
ested in the same estate, which was,settled 
in the Surrogate’s Court in New York City. 
Emerson has been prudent and a successful 
business man, and has accumulated a for- 
tune. Davis has been unsuccessful and is 


to-day without a penny. He says that his 
wife died several years ago and that he 
has a daughter married and living in New 
York. During the past year Davis has been 
more persistent in his demands on Emer- 
son. In that time, however, Emerson has 
loanédd him $800. A few days ago Davis 
made new demands for money and Emerson 
refused. Then Davis sent him the followin 
note by ree boy, which was receiv 
at 1:30 o'clock P. M. yesterday: ‘ 

‘“‘Ed Emerson: This is my ultimatum. I 
want $200 by 2 o'clock té-day, (two hun- 
dred-dollar bills,) which I propose you 
hand me personally at the Post Office cor- 
ner. If you do not, I shall take the course 
I had decided upon before I left New York. 
This is not an idle threat, I am desperate 
and half insane. Cy 

Emerson went to Police Headquarters 
immediately upon receipt of the note. In- 
spector Gaddis procured a warrant for the 
arrest of Davis on the chase of sending a 
threatening letter. In the first mail this 
morning IXmerson received a letter written 
on Adams House paper. It was as follows: 

“You paid no attention to my last com- 
munication. 1 waited at the Post Office 
corner from 2 till 2:30 P. M. Very well. 
I have purchased a loaded revolver, and 
unless you put in an appearance to-morrow 
at 11 A. M. at the same corner, with the 
money you promised to loan me, I shall 
take the first opportunity to shoot you as 
I would a mad dog. I am a desperate man, 
and have nothing to live for unless you 
keep your promise. (Signed) ‘*C.’”’ 

Very much alarmed, Emerson went im- 
mediately with this letter to Police Head- 
quarters. The officers in the case went to 

ost Office Square and watched for Davis, 
they having been provided with an excel- 
lent description of the man. He was stand- 
ing on the corner of Devonshire and Milk 
Streets, evidently watching for the appear- 
ance of Emerson. Inspector Gaddis crept 
up behind him, and, catching him by the 
wrists, pinioned him while his brother offi- 
cers relieved Davis of the weapon, a re- 
volver, which he held in his right hand in 


‘his outside coat pocket. 


Davis made no resistance and was imme- 
diately escorted to Police Headquarters. 
When searched it was found that Davis 
was absolutely penniless. He was arraigned 
before Judge Forsaith at noon, charged 
with threatening to extort money. He 
waived examination and was held in $1,000 
eer ba July term of the Superior Criminal 

Yourt. 


At the Twenty-third Street house men- 
tioned it was said last night that Davis 
came there five weeks ago and gave the 
janitress a card with the name Charles 
Davis, jeweler. He was in the house about 
three evenings a week, and left there Tues- 
day night, saying he would not return. 
Nothing is known at the place about 
Davis's business.

WOMAN SHOT ON THE STREET. 


Man Who Fatally Wounded Her Ran 
Away—She Says It Was an 
Accident. ’ 

MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., June 6.—Lizzie 
Stiff, thirty-eight years old, was shot twice 
probably fatally on South Fourth Avenue 
to-night. She is now in the hospital. One 
bullet passed through her lungs and the 
other entered her mouth and passed out 
through the back of the neck, striking 
nerves which have paralyzed her entire Jeft 
side. The police say the shooting was the 


result of a lovers’ quarrel. The vietim 
says it was an accident. 

Miss Stiff is thirty-eight years of age, and 
was employed as a housekeeper by William 
Herbert, a real estate agent. She went out 
for a walk to-night with Henry Barcus, a 
baker, employed in New York, but living 
here, and with whom she had been keeping 
company for some time. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock Herbert Saunders, 
who lives opposite to Mr. Herbert’s house, 
heard two shots fired. He ran out of his 
house and saw a man running down Fourth 
Avenue. He heard groans, and, going in 
their direction, found Miss Stiff on the 
sidewalk unconscious. 

The police were summoned and the in- 
jured woman was removed to the hospital, 
where she was revived. Coroner Banning 
Was called, and took her ante-mortem 
statement. In it she said the shooting was 
accidental. The police ridicule this story, 
and say the two wougds show conclusively 
that the shooting was intentional. <A gen- 
eral alarm was sent out for the arrest of 
Barcus, who, the youig woman admits, in- 
flicted the wounds. The physicians think 
she will die. 











School Superintendent of Fairhaven, 
Ohio, Killed at Target Practice. 


FAIRHAVEN, Ohio, June 6.—Curtis Rob- 
erts, Superintendent of Schoo of Fair- 
haven, was accidentally killed is after- 
noon while at target practice.

Package Delivery Service in. the 
Bronx and Westchester. — 








Electric Vehicle Transportation Com- 
pany Controle the Metropolitan 
Express Company—To Use the 
Trolley Lines. | 





Announcement was made yesterday of the 
completion of arrangements by. which-the 
New York Electric Vehicle Transportation 
Company obtains control of the recently 
organized Metropolitan Express Company, 
and thus insures the success of a plan for 
a parcel and package express. 

The Metropolitan Express Company re-. 
cently made a contract with the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company to carry 
express cars over the latter’s lines under 
conditions which should not interfere with 
the regular passenger service of the com- 
pany. The handling of the “long haul” 
baggage, express, and package delivery 
business of the Bronx and Westchester is 
made possible by virtue of contracts en- 
tered into with the Union Railway Com- 
pany. ; 

Express cars are not to appear on the 
Broadway line or under conditioris ‘where 
the passenger service is now Hable to con- 
gestion, but by the use of facilities which 
are easily at hand, by operations along the 
lower avenues at night, and by the use of 
an express car which, equipped to rum by 
underground current, is also enabled to 
connect with the Union Railway trolleys, 
it has been found possible by the officers 
of the compang.interested to devise a de- 
livery of baggage and parcel express from 
the incoming railroads, from the depart- 
ment stores, and from other sources of sup- 
ply, not only throughout the city below the 
Harlem but. in New Rochelle, Pelham, 
White Plains, Mount Vernon, Yonkers, and 
other places. 

The Metropolitan Express Company, 
which has been acquirea by the transpor- 
tation company, is now the owner of the- 


Century Express and brings to the service 
of the new combination a horse and wagon 
organization. The express cars receiving 

reels from the various stations and 
epots of the transportation company, | 
from the railroads and their express agen- 
cies at every depot, and from the big stores; 
will ay these goods along the Metro- 
politan Lines, except such as should not be 
rendered available for anything else than 
passenger work, to the transportation com- 
pany’s stations, there to be shifted to the 
main tracks, and unloaded and refilled. 
Thus they will proceed to all parts of the 
city, while the transportation company will 
have its electric and other vehicles ready 
at the various depots to insure delivery 
within each collection and distribution area. 

President Henry Sanderson of the New- 
York Electric Vehicle Transportation Com- 
pany. talking of the plan yesterday, said; 

“The lines of the Metropolitan Railway 
Company will be used principally when the 
passenger travel over the road is lightest; 
that is at night. Cars for carrying the 
packages and baggage are being expressly 
made for oo About twelve have 
been completed. 

“There will be freight stations all the 
way along the line; not large or pretentious 
buildings, but of sufficient size to. store 
and rehandle the goods. These stations will 
be located on Manhattan Island and the 
district north of it. 

“The service will be put into operation 
at the beginning of next week it is confi- 
dently expected by the managers.’’ 

The transportation company, now the 
owner of the Fifth Avenue stage line, is 
also constructing stages, broughams, pleas- 
ure wagons, and delivery wagons. 


KISSED, THEN SHOT HER. 


Itallan Murdered His Sweétheart on 
the Street and Tried to Take 
His Own Life. 


Having pleaded in vain to induce Pellano 
Navara, a young Italian woman to become 
his wife, Michael Sarissa, also a native of 
Italy, murdered her in Eighteenth Street, 
Brooklyn, last evening’ and then tried to 
commit suicide.

As soon as the young woman reached 
Brooklyn Sarissa renewed his attentions to 
her, but she did not encourage him. She 
secured employment im a tailor’s shop at 


418 Second Avenue, Brooklyn, and from 
that place Sarissa escorted her home al- 
most every evening. He did so last evening. 

The couple had reached Eighteenth Street 
on their walk when Sarissa once more 
asked the Navara woman to become his 
wife. She refused him. Thereupon he put 
his arm around her and kiss her, and 
then, holding her from him, fired two shots 
into her head. She fell to the sidewalk, 
and Sarissa then fired two shots into his 
own head. 

The ambulance surgeon who arrived on 
the ambulance from the Seney Hospital 
immediately saw that the young woman 
was beyond all aid. He owever, took 
Sarissa to the hospital, where it was said 
that he probably will recover. 

About an hour after the shooting Vincent 
Navara, the brother of the dead young 
woman, called at the Fifth Avenue Police 
Station. He requested that a detective be 
sent with him to the Seney Hospital, as he 
desired to see Sarissa. ut the Sergeant 
suspected something. He decided to hold 
Navara. Wpon searching him a big loaded 
revolver was found in one of his pockets.

Robertson in “ The Sacrament 
ae of Judas.” 
LONDON, May 26.—The impression of 


original talent one derives from the acting 
of Mrs. Patrick Campbell in Mr. Pinero’s 
uncommonly clever and ingenious play of 
“The Notorious Mrs. Ebbsmith” is 
strengthened when she is seen in Sefior 
Echegaray’s very ordinary and illogical 
piece, called ‘“‘ Mariana.’’ She triumphs in 
the last-named over the commonplace. She 
Goes not, to be sure, so nearly reconcile, 
us to the fascinating, impulsive but deadly 
widow of the overrated Spanish playwright 
as she did to Mr. Pinero’s Mad Agnes, but 
® she keeps us interested in every mood of 


the creature, makes her caprices, and, 
most difficult of all, her sacrifice seem 
plausible, and holds the play together 
brilliantly. 


The Spaniard, Echegaray, is one of the 
idols of a number of persons in England 
and the United States who frequently write 
about the theatre in a tone of strained en- 
thusiasm, but have very little practical 
knowledge of the needs of that revered in- 
stitution. In default of a better play, Mrs. 
Campbell has done well enough to put a 
translation of ‘‘ Mariana” in her bill. 
That is to say, she might have chosen @ 
worse one. But ‘‘ Mariana” is no Master- 
work, and with the memory. still fresh of 
his ‘“‘ El] Gran Galeoto”’ in three perform- 
ences—one German and very good, the 
others English and reasonably bad—which 
I saw in New York, I am inclined to the 
opinion that José Echegaray is no builder 
of masterworks. 5 

“El Gran Galeoto” is proclaimed his 
greatest work. It is certainly more reason- 
able and lifelike than ‘ Mariana,’’ which, 
with all its patience, is scarcely above the 
level of the late Adolphe Belot as an im- 
{tation of life. Moreover, it is chock full of 
the most audacious padding. Its characters, 
excepting Mariana, are the merest puppets. 
The aged fool of a scientific husband, his 
light-headed wife, her ambling, guitar- 
strumming lover; the fiery soldier, who is 
merely a man of conventional words, his 
purely explanatory sister, and the ‘hero- 
ine’s expostulating guardian have all the 
defects Maeterlinck finds in Racine’s per- 
sonages. They surely inhabit an atmos- 
phereless planet, and when they cease’ to 
speak they cease to live. 

In the circumstances one cannot be harsh 
in criticism of Mrs. Campbell's fellow- 
actors. If, for instance, Mr. Arliss, who 
Was positively excellent as Mr. Pinero’s 
wise but haughty old Duke, is a purely 
convéntional figure as the old antiquary, 
the fault may be placed to the account of 
Echegaray. Only Gerald du Maurier, who 
lends the spice of piquant humor to his 
small part of the fellow with a guitar, and 
Italia Conti, who acts a serving maid ad- 
mirably, are to be commended, though 
Miss Winifred Fraser, who was nearly per- 
fection as the English clergyman’'s sister 
in the Pinero play, acts with obvious sin- 

. eerity a trifling character in which ob- 
vious sincerity counts for next to nothing. 

As for George Titheradge, his réle of the 
fiery, impetuous but grossly incompetent 
lover of Mariana is not so bad as his act- 
ing of it. He has not the features or the 
grace of motion, the voice or the fervor re- 
quired in the embodiment of that almost 
typical hero of Spanish romance. Tither- 
adge is doubtless an admirable comedian. 
Like most of his contemporaries in the up- 
per ranks of the London stage, he is essen- 
tially a.‘“‘character’’ actor, with a fine 
talent for composition. He does very weil 
as the sublimated Lanciotto (I forget his 
name) in Maeterlinck’s dream-like version 
of the Old-World tale of Francesca and her 
lover, called ‘‘ Pelleas and Melisande’’; but 
the impassioned heroics of Daniel Montoya 
are too much for him. Wherefore, perhaps, 
the spirit, grace, passion, and charm of 
Mrs. Campbell's portrayal of Mariana seem 
all the more potent. 

While temperament and personal charm 
eount for much in the work of this actress, 
she is a much finer artist, technically 
speaking, than her contemporaries seem 
willing to admit. Her Mariana is an enurely 
different woman from her oratorical Mrs, 
Ebbsmith or her pale, dreamlike Melisande. 
Echegaray’s heroine is the young widow of 
@ mariage blanc. Her mother was the vic- 
tim of an unhappy marriage, and threw 
away her life under the influence of a Lo- 
thario, and one of the many ill-assorted ob- 
jects of Mariana’s existence is to avenge 
her mother’s wrongs. She is wealthy and 
lovely, and she tries to make life miserable 
for the men who adore her. 

But she feels she is falling in love with 
young Daniel, who is a friend of her guar- 
dian, and attempts to control her passion. 
This seeming impossible, after a while, she 
betroths herself to Daniel. But just on the 
@ve of their marriage she learns that he is 
the son of the man who betrayed her moth- 
er. Wherefore she jilts him and weds a‘ 
Bloodthirsty soldier. On her wedding night 
Daniel appears at the window of her bou- 
doir. She admits him, tells him she has al- 
ways loved him, and then summons the 
goldier bridegroom, who, finding her with 
Daniei, shoots her deat. 

Not much that is rational or poetical or 
highly imaginative is in this personified 
summary of ancient theatrical devices, but 
there is plenty in the rdle, nevertheless, to 
test the technical skill and resource of an 
actress. Mrs. Campbell lends deep interest 
to every mood of Mariana. There are one 
ot two episodes in which her acting seems 
to me to nearly approach greatness. She is 
lovely to look at, too, in every scene, and 
her costumes are not only rich, they are 
also tasteful and beautiful.

A piece of acting scarcely less interesting 
and powerful, and set in a play open to as 
many objections, is Johnstone Forbes-Reb- 
ertson’s portrayal of Jacques Bernez, in 

%< The Sacrament of Judas,” at the Comedy 
Theatre. Tiercelin’s one-act play of the 
game name, in which Forbes-Robertson was 
artistically successful last season, has been 
enlarged to three-act form, without the ad- 
dition of a really essential scene and with- 
out the development, in the added matter, 
of.a single passage which can be said to 
actually stir one’s imagination. There are 
merely two fairly brief acts of explanation, 
which are found, when the original situa- 
tion in Act III. is reached, to be of the 
most obvious sort. They are not particu- 
Jarly bad, in either the literary or the theat- 
rical sense, but one derives very little en- 
joyment from them. In the third act, how- 
ever, there is at last real and powerful 
drama. 

The protagonist is a young man, poor, 
and of the oppressed class in France before 
the Revolution. He is bred in a monastery 
and takes orders, without protest, though 
before he is ordained a priest he realizes 
that he is full of longings for the life of the 
world. At the very moment of his ordina- 
tion the holy house in which he is shel- 
tered is seized by the Republicans, the 
Bishop is compelled to fly, and the young 
priest is informed that he is freed and may 
go out in the world and do as he likes. 

He is wounded in an encounter between 
the National Guard and the loyalist peas- 
ants of Breton, and is cared for in the 
jhouse of an old peasant, who has an at- 
tractive granddaughter. Nothing is known 
in the Breton fishing hamlet of the past life 

- @f Jacques. He becomes the village school- 
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master and is in time betrothed to his 
host's grandchild: But the lord of the 
manor is in danger of his life, and the old 
peasant gives him shelter. The»nobleman 
betrays the peasant girl and then the play 
reaches its “ situation.” 

It is in the power of Jacques Bernez, in 
Act IIIL., to revenge himself upon his faith- 
less betrothed and her betrayer. The Re- 
publican soldiers are in the dooryard of the 
cottage. Their leader, Chapin, is 4 friend 
of Jacques. But the spirit of the priest is 
strong within him. He administers the sac- 
rament of confession and absolution to his 
enemy and helps him to escape. Then he 
dons his priestly robes and, facing the sol- 
diers, tells them what he has done. They 
kill him. 

There is always a kind of.sacerdotal tone 
in the acting of Forbes-Robertson. Proba- 
bly he has never reached a higher point 
than he touches in this third act; with its 
vivid representation of the moral struggle 
of Jacques and that daring yet perfectly 
reverent and striking scene of the priest 
and penitent. 

Gertrude Elliott (Mrs. Robertson) is a 
pretty figure as the peasant girl and de- 
notes her little moods of, submission, joy, 
and fear correctly and with grace, but the 
part is not much. The old peasant and the 
young noble are acted in an artificial way, 
but Ian Robertson manages to make the 
death-dealing Republican agent, Chapin, a 
grimly impressive personage in whom the 
spectator may believe. 





In the present hour there are fifty-eight 
licensed theatres within the limits of Lon- 
don, not counting a single music hall or 
variety theatre. There must be nearly as 
many more of them. Nearly three-fourths 
of these theatres have come into existence 
within thirty-five years. Still more houses 
are building or about to be built. London 
is confessedly overtheatred. No play 
“pays” that is not very good of its kind.

ANOTHER KENNEDY EXPERT 


Prof. Drake Says the Dentist Did 
Not Sign the Check. 








He Also Believes that the “ Maxwell” 
Memorandum Was Written by 


Somebody as an Imitation. 


é 

More expert testimony was adduced yes- 
terday by Samuel J. Kennedy's lawyers at 
the trial of the Staten Island dentist, 
charged with murdering Emeline C. Rey- 
nolds, to show that the defendant did not 
write the indorsement on the check found 
on the dead girl’s body. 

Prof. W. A. Drake, formerly Professor 
of Mathematics at Hillsdale College, in 
Michigan, and at Oberlin College, in Ohio, 
testified that in his opinion the indorse- 
ment of the check and the ‘“ E. Maxwell 
and wife’’ memorandum were written by 
some person desiring “to imitate as closely 
as possible Kennedy’s business signature. 

“In trying to do this,’ said the expert, 
‘the person, no doubt, tried to reproduce 
a mental picture of the defendant's signa- 
ture, but failed lamentably. Dr. Kennedy, 
from long habit, makes the initials ‘ S. 
J. K.” of his name in such a similar man- 
ner as to form of those letters units or 
standards of comparison. The effort of 
the forger to reproduce these letters was a 
miserable failure."’ 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne, cross- 
examining, enedavored to show the jury by 
the witness's answers, that the theory that 
Dr. Kennedy wrote the indorsement and 
was endeavoring to disguise his handwrit- 
ing was just as good a one as the expert’s 
that some one else was trying to forge the 
prisoner's signature. The witness pointed 
out the sustained uniformity of the height 
of the small letters in Kennedy’s admitted 
signature, and said they did not appear in 
the disputed writings. Mr. Osborne’s cross- 
examination was interspersed with objec- 
tions from Mr, Moore, and sharp commands 
from Judge Newburger to both lawyers to 
preserve order. 

Another pretty sister of the murdered 
girl was in court yesterday with her moth- 
er, Mrs. Reynolds. She was Christina, 
the sixteen-year-old sister of Emeline 
Reynolds. This was her first appearance 
at the trial. She was dressed entirely in 
black, with large white roses on her hat. 
She sat close to the jury box, and her eyes 
frequently wandered from the_ witness, 
whose handwriting dissertations she did not 
understand, to the face of the prisoner, 
and that of his fajthful wife sitting in the 
opposite part of the room. 

The trial will continue to-day. 


HORACE PELL TRIES SUICIDE. 





New York Society Man and Actor 

Shoots Himself if Cleveland—Was 

a Sufferer from Insomnia. 

CLEVELAND, June 6.—Horace Pell of 
New York, a member of the stock com- 
pany which is playing at the Euclid Ave- 
nue Opera House, attempted suicide by 
shooting himself in the right side in his 
room at the Wyandotte early to-day. The 
bullet went through his body and imbedded 
itself in the wall. The physicians at Huron 
Street Hospital, where Pell was taken after 
the shooting, stated this afternoon that he 
had a fair chance of recovery. 

Wright Huntington, manager of the com- 
pany of which Pell was a member, stated 
that Pell asked for his release yesterday, 
saying that he had been driven to the verge 
of madness because he could not sleep. His 
release from the company had been agreed 
upon, and Pell had intended to start for 
New York to-day. He has for some time 
past suffered from insomnia, and this is 
supposed to have led to his attempt to com- 
mit suicide.

GIRL STRIKERS’ CONFERENCE. 


‘An Attempt to Agree on Terms with 
- Handkerchief Factory Officials 
Proves Vain. 


PASSAIC, N. J., June 6.—It was a case of 
alternate hope and despair with the girl 
strikefs here to-day. For a while it looked 
to them as though the strike in the Atche- 
son-Herden handkerchief factory was at an 
end, but afterward the situation became 
dark and gloomy again. The Rev. Fathers 
Haitinger and Chelbows of the Polish Cath- 
olic Church succeeded in arranging for a 
meeting between Superintendent Carter and 
a delegation of the strikers, and that was 
believed to be the beginning of the end of 
the strike. 

When Superintendent Carter came out of 
the mill to talk to the strikers, they cheered 
him heartily. He invited the girls to ap- 
point a committee to meet the representa- 
tives of the firm. The committee was 
quickly appointed. The conference lasted 
until 2 o'clock in the afternoon, when tne 
committee returned to the girls and told 
them that the strike was ended, and that 
everybody could go to work again this 
morning. The strikers theft dispersed, giv- 
ing three rousing cheers for Mr. Carter 
before they withdrew. 

An hour later it became noised about 
that there was a misunderstanding—that 
the ‘‘ old rate of wages’’ referred to in the 
agreement meant two'things. The strikers’ 
committee considered the words to mean 
the rate paid before the scale of wages 
was posted; the management considered 
it to mean the scale against which the 
girls protested. 

There was no scene of violence like that 
of yesterday to-day. The priests say that 
the presence of the police adds fuel to the 
fire—that the girls come from a country, 
for the most part, where the police are in- 
tensely hated. A number of the strikers 
complained to-day that the police struck 


them with clubs, and have done them per- 
manent injury.

‘““No statement from Mr. Hart will be 


made until the return from Washington on 
Saturday of his secretary, Bert G. Faul- 
haber. Mr. Hart was for a long time un- 
nerved by the cataclysm in his affairs. 
Late in the Winter he rallied wonderfully 
and is now fully capable of looking out 
after his own interests, and he proposes to 
get what,he has a right to.”’ 

Edward Lauterbach declined to discuss 
the case in any of its bearings or to talk 
of the affairs of Mr. Hart, whom he desig- 
nated as a friend and a client. Asked«why 
he did not act for Mr. Hart in the litigation 
against Bache & Co.. he said that the case 
was in good hands.

LEYLAND LINER A WRECK. 


The Assyrian, with Two Thousand 
Tons of Cargo, Goes Ashore—En- 
tire Crew Is Saved. 

ST. JOHN'S, N. F., June 6.—The Leyland 
Line steamer Assyrian, from Antwerp for 
Montreal, with 2,000 tons of cargo, went 
ashore off Cape Race at midnight. She has 
eleven feet of water in her forehold and is 

likely to prove a total wreck. 

When the steamer struck the rocks the 
crew scrambled for the lifeboats. The offi- 
cers were -helpless. Only the proximity of 
land, on the port side, forming a partial 
shelter, prevented a greater catastrophe. 
The crew had a most wretched experience 
in the boats ‘during the night. They were 
not aware of their position and there was 
danger’ that the ship’s collapsing boats 
would be swamped. 

The Assyrian was running at full speed 
through the fog when she struck Cape Race 
and she now lies an almost hopeless hulk on 
the coast. For three days Captain Dingle 
had been navigating by the log, and He had 
calculated upon a course rounding Cape 
Race thirty miles south of land. This plan, 
however, was frustrated by northerly cur- 
rents. 

No fishing boats operate off Cape Race 
owing to the danger of being run down by 
such vessels. Consequently Captain Dingle 
had no warning. The Assyrian struck at 
11:40 last night. Land had been sighted 
only a minute before... The fog was dense 
and there was no time to reduce speed. 


The ship struck With a sidelong blow. An- 
other. five hundred yards southeast would 
have carried her clear of all obstructions. 
She struck the face of the cliff and was 
forced upon the outlying rocks. The impact 
tore out_the bottom of the two forward 
holds. She heeled over to the starboard 
when her side grenced against the cliff. 

The crew at first were panicstricken, but 
after a time comparative calm was restored 
and all precautions were taken to secure 
the safety of all on board. 

When the extent of her injuries was dis- 
closed, it was seen that the ship was badly 
damaged, but would outlast any except a se- 
vere storm. Some of the crew feared that 
the rear part of the ship would break off 
and that the hull would go to pieces, but no 
mishap occurred. The arrival of daylight 
enabled Captain Dingle to land the mate, 
who climbed the cliffs, proceeded to Cape 
Race station, and telegraphed the news of 
the disaster. 

At a late hour to-night it is not known 
what steps will be necessary to refloat the 
Assyrian, should that be possible. Three 
steamers, including the Gegerin and Virgin 
Lake, and three divers, are now on the way 
to the wreck, ready to begin operations to- 
morrow morning. The Merritt and Chap- 
man Derrick and Wrecking Company has 
telegraphed that it is ready to under- 
take the work of refloating her. The Brit- 
ish owners are awaiting the report of the

Dr. Stewart sent a physician 
to them and he took Messemer to an isolat- 
ed tent, while Macklin was isolated in an- 
other part of the grounds. 

Dr. Stewart notified the Board of Health 
and was informed that Inspectors would 
see Messemer and Macklin and take any 
steps necessary in regard to the stable.

James B. Duke Elected President 
of ‘a $30,000,000 Concern. 








Capital to be Paid In To-day in Cash— 
Bonds for American and Conti- 


nental Common Stock. 





The new Consolidated Tobacco Company, 


the incorporation papers for which were 
filed in Trenton Wednesday, and which 
was formed to take over the common 
stock of the American and the Continental 
Tobacco Companies, was formally organ- 
ized in this city yesterday by the election 


of the following Directors: James B. Duke, 
Oliver H. Payne, Thomas F. Ryan, J. B. 
Cobb, W. W. Fuller, Grant B. Schley, 
Frank H tay. Anthony N. Brady, C. C. 
Dula, William R. Harris, P. A. B. Widener, 
Percival S. Hill, B. N. Duke, and Charles 
E. Halliwell. 

This board organized by electing James B. 
Duke President, Thomas F. Ryan First 
Vice President, J. B. Cobb Second Vice 


President, C. C. Dula Third Vice President, 
William R. Harris Treasurer, and C. S&S. 
Keene Secretary The last named is in 
charge of the transportation departments 
of the American and the Continental Com- 
panies, and all of the others are Directors, 
and some of them officers of the same com- 
panies. 


The capital of the new company is $30,- 
000,000, all of which will be paid in to-day in 
cash. 

A certificate, entitling the company 
transact business in this State, was for- 
warded to Albany yesterday afternoon. 

The Directors have decided to offer 4 per 
cent. fifty-year gold bonds of the company 
to the common,stockholders of the Ameri- 
can and the Continental on the basis of 
one dollar in bonds for each share of ‘stock. 
In the case of the American this offer is 
equal to two dollars in bonds for each 
dollar par value of its stock, as that stock 
is of the par value of $50 per share. 

In addition, American Tobacco common 
stockholders, who accept the offer, will re- 
ceive 1%4 per cent. in cash in adjustment 
of the dividend accruing upon their stock 
to Aug. 1, on which date the bonds of the 


Consolidated Company begin to draw in- 
terest. 
A formal offering of the bonds to the 


stockholders of the American and Conti- 
nental Companies will be made through the 
Morton Trust Company within a few days. 
All of the stock deposited with the trust 
company will at once be placed under the 
trust indenture securing the bonds, as se- 


curity for the same. The bonds can be is- 
sued only to take up the two classes of 
stock mentioned and for no other purpose. 
At no time can the issue of bonds exceed 
the amount of stock deposited. The bonds, 
besides being a lien upon the shares _ de- 
osited, will also be a lien upon the $30,000,- 
of cash capital of the company and 
whatever property may be acquired with 
the same and also upon the earnings of the 
new company. 

An officer of the concern said yesterday 
that the Consolidated Company under its 
charter can buy, sell, and manufacture to- 
bacco in all of its forms, and that its scope 
is international, so that its operations may 
not be confined to the United States. 

Considerably more than the majority of 
the common stock of the American and of 
the Continental is said to be already 
pledged for exchange into the bonds of the 
Consolidated Company. The preferred 
stock of the American and the Continental 
Companies is left undisturbed. 

Through control of those companies the 
Consolidated will also control the American 
Cigar Company, as 70 per cent. of the capi- 
taf of that company is held in equal amount 
by the American and Continental Compa- 

es. 





NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 
SOUTH BOUND ROAD RECEIVER. 





Secretary Porteous Explains the Posi- 
tion of the Company. 

The following statement was given out 
yesterday by D. C. Porteous, Secretary of 
the South Bound Railroad Company, in 
reference to the recent appointment of a 
receiver for the South Bound Railroad, in 
South Carolina: 

“The statement concerning the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, by the Judge of a local 
court in South Carolina, for the South 
Bound Railroad is misleading. The whole 
controversy arises from a $7,500 damage 
suit, which the company proposes to ap- 
peal to a higher court before acknowledging 
any liability. 

“The order issued by Judge Gage for a 
receiver especially states that these pro- 
ceedings cannot affect the plan of the con- 
polidation of the South Bound Railroad with 
the Seaboard Air Line Railway, nor the 
lease of the South Bound Railroad to the 
Florida Central and Peninsular Railroad 
Company or the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way, but only affects such property of the 
South Bound Railroad as is not leased. As 
all of the property of the South Bound 
Railroad is leased. the receiver has nothing 
in his charge, and no duties to perform.

THE PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT. 


President and Mr. Root Considering the 
Matter—War Power Will Con- 
tinue Supreme. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—The new civil 
Government to be established in the Phil- 
ippines is receiving the consideration of 
the President and the Secretary of War. 
It will differ very little from what was 
first intended, as there will be a Governor 
for the archipelago and a legislative coun- 
ceil and other officers. This Government 
will have control of all civil affairs, but it 
will be under the war power, to the extent 
of being directed by the Secretary o1 War. 

There will be a nice distinction as to 
the authority of the General commanding 
the troops in the Philippines and the Gov- 


ernor to be appointed under the civil Gov- 
ernment. No official declaration has been 
made as to which will be the supreme au- 
thority, but it is known that the Secretary 
of War will be supreme. While it is not 
the intention to conduct the Government 
of the Philippines under the a law, 
that law will be taken as sanctioning what 
is to be done. 

The new Government will be similar to 
that which existed for a short time in 
the early days of New Mexico. There was 
a civil Governor’ appointed by the Presi- 
dent and a commanding General of the 
Army. Both had their functions in preserv- 
ing the peace and controlling the affairs 
of the Territory.

IN MANILA. 


It Is Feared Porto Rican Decisions Will 


Affect the Islands. 

MANILA, June 6.—The fragmentary news 
received here of the Porto Rican decisions 
has caused apprehensions that there will 
be such a deficit in the Philippine revenues 
that Congress will need to make an appro- 
rriation to meet it. Fears are also ex- 
pressed as to the result of the application 
of jury trials and other features of the 
Canstitution not suited to the conditions of 
the Philippines. 

Impofters are preparing claims for a re- 
funding of the duties paid. 

On account of the decisions, it is reported, 
the United States Philippine Commission is 
inclined to postpone the proposed Northern 
tour.

Punished for Giving a Sealed Ver- 
dict that They Had Disagreed. 





Were Trying a Case in Brooklyn Before 
Justice Rich and Did Not Want to 
be Locked Up for the Night. 





There were twelve'men in Brooklyn yes- 
terday who learned, with some pain of 
mind, that having fun with the dignity of 
the Supreme Court was anything but the 
mirthful business they thought it. The 
dozen men in question composed a jury, 
_which, in order to escape being locked up 
for the night to. decide a case, handed in a 
sealed verdict to the effect that they had 
“agreed to disagree.” The trick worked all 
right, and to the funny jurymen it seemed 
a mighty fine joke indeed. That is, until 
yesterday morning. Then all the humor 
faded out of the thing. 

As a result of this bit of jury-room fun, 
Justice Adelbert Rich of Auburn, who is 
at present sitting in Part V. of the Su- 
preme Court, in Brooklyn, yesterday morn- 
ying made an unusual ruling by adjudging 
the members of the jury. guilty of con- 
tempt and ordering them to pay fines with- 
‘in twenty-four hours or in default to be 
committed to Raymond Street Jail. 

This proceeding grew out of the trial of 
a suit brought by Edward Kramat against 


the Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company 


to recover $5,000 damages for personal in- 


juries. The case was tried on Tuesday. It 
was late in the afternoon when the jury, 


in charge of Court Officers James McMul- 
—_ wand Richard Jackson retired to delib- 


By 4 o’clock the jury had been unable to 
reach an agreement, but half an hour later 
they informed Court Officer McMullen 
that they had agreed and presented to him 
a paper, which they said was a verdict and 
had’ been signed by all of them. Then the 
jurors went home. 

On Wednesday morni the paper was 
handed to the court, ‘and when the jury 
filed in the foreman, replying to the usual 
quéstions, said that an agreement had been 
reache Justice Rich read the document, 
looked hard at the jurors for a: moment 
and then said very quietly that he would 
take the matter into consideration. The 
Justice, appaneatty, was willing that the 
a should enjoy for a brief time the 
mproomen that they had fooled the Court. 

esterday morning Justice Rich had all 
of the jurymen™summoned before him. 
Officer McMullen was placed on the stand 
and testified that he had been informed 
that the jury had agreed, and took the 
paper to hand to the Court. Testimony by 
Court Clerk Doubleday was to the effect 
that the foreman had answered ‘“‘ We have 
agreed,’’ when asked if a verdict had been 
found. Then Justice Rich called upon the 
jurors to explain. They gave various ex- 
cuses for their action. 

Some said that they had no jury experi- 
ence before and thought they were acting 
properly. Others said that they signed the 

aper because their fellow-jurors told them 
t was all right. The foreman. explained 
that he was not familiar with court pro- 
ceedings, and believed that one form of re- 
porting was as good as another. All de- 
clared that no contempt was tntended. 
After hearing their’ explanations Justice 
Rich said: y 

“It is a painful duty that the Court has 
to perform, but it must be met. It appears 
that you jurors have degraded one of the 
highest and most honorable duties a citizen 
has to perform by willful misrepresenta- 
tion, by not informing the Court of your 
inability to agree. You obtained your dis- 
charge by saying you had agreed. This is 
not all. 

“In open court, on the representation of 
your foreman, you reported that you had 
agreed and handed up a paper that you 
had agreed. It was a laughing matter to 
some. A Mue regard for the dignity of the 
Court would not be expressed by a spirit 
of laughter. 

‘““ You are each of you adjudged guilty of 
contempt. You have by your misconduct 
entailed upon this county the expense of a 
new trial: This expense you must bear in 
part. Under the circumstances there will 
be a discrimination in the fines. You are 
each fined $10, the amount of your fees 
fer serving as jurors for the week.” 

An additional fine of $10 was imposed 
by the Court upon six of the jurors, and 
an added fine of $25 upon the remaining 
six, the foreman being among the latter. 
All the jurors were told that if the. fines 
were not paid by 10 o’clock this morning 
they would be committed to jail for ten or 
twenty-five days, as the case might be. 
The twelve funny jurymen, all deeply dg- 
jected, then filed slowly out of court.

ROOM FOR ALL TO EAT 
AND SLEEP IN BUFFALO 


Private Houses Vie with Hotels in 
Catering to Pan-American 


Visitors. 








Pleasure Seekers Are Few—No Corner 
in Beds—Good New York Dinner 
to be Had for a Price. 





BUFFALO, June 5.—‘‘ We can eat you, 
but we can’t sleep you,” is a common say- 
ing with London hostesses when the sup- 
ply of sleeping rooms is“limited. No such 
fiat need be feared by visitors to Buffalo 
this Summer. On the contrary, every visitor 
can feel sure of being both slept and eaten. 
Both restaurants and sleeping accommoda- 
tions are plentiful as sands on the lake 
shore. Beds and meals must be well paid 
for, as the Buffalonians have not gone into 
the catering business for their health; but 
there is not the least danger of a scarcity. 
To look at any Buffalo newspaper and see 
the columns of advertisements of rooms to 
rent, or to go through the streets and see 
the hundreds of houses bearing signs to 
the same purport, is enough to convince the 
most skeptical that there is room for all 
who will come, and more. 

Within a few days people with furniture 
to spare have been reaching out for their 
little share of the profits, and almost every 
newspaper is sprinkled with short an- 
nouncements of ‘‘ Iron bedsteads, springs, 
mattress, bolsters, and pillows to rent for 
six months.” 


The few old-established hotels in the 
heart of the city are only so many drops 
in the bucket. All over the city new hotels 
have sprung up. And of course large set- 
tlements of these have grown near the en- 
trances to the Exposition. But large as is 
the number of hotels in operation, it must 
be borne in mind that the private houses in 
which rooms are for rent will accommodate 
more visitors than, the hotels, if they can 
get them. These houses have in general 
adopted to some extent the hotel plan, 
charging so much a day for each person in 
a room, and so much for each meal; an 
ingenious arrangement by which accommo- 
dation that in ordinary times would be well 
paid for at $10 a week is made to produce 
from $30 to $40 a week. 

It is not an easy question for a visitor to 
decide, whether a hotel down in the city 


or one at the Exposition gates will best 
suit his needs. There are advantages and 
disadvantages both ways. ‘‘ Down town’”’ 
must be visited occasionally in any case, 
for there lie the Post Office, the banks, 
and the principal stores. The Exposition is 
convenient for the dweller near its gates; 
but the neighborhood of its grounds, where 
the ephemeral hotels are, is a bleak level 
waste, almost destitute of attractions. Some 
very large hotels have been built there in 
three months or less; but three minutes 
would be sufficient for their complete de- 


struction, if fire made a start. One of the 
largest of these temporary hotels has ac- 
commodations, so it announces, for 
guests; but in passing it several times daily 
on my way to the West Amherst gate I 
have never seen any signs of life about it, 
except among the carpenters, who are sti 
working. 

Transportation facilities between these 
places and the heart of the city are excel- 
lent: but much time is consumed in fre- 
quent trips, and so much nerve force that 
after making one or two round trips the 
raveler is ready for an evening’s rest. 


The room-renting houses are scattered 
e@bout all the residential quarters of the 
city; and when one is selected that lies 
about midway between the Post Office and 
the fair grounds the disadvantages are 
doubled, for no matter which way the 


roomer would go, whether to the fair or to 
the city, he must take a long and tiresome 
trellcy ride, only to return afterward. I 
name the Post Office, because every one 
goes more or less to the Post Office; but 
in Buffalo the Ellicott Square is the heart 


of everything, even more than the Post 
Office. This is not an open square, as its 
name indicates, but a very handsome build- 


ing cevering an entire square, and contain- 
ing most of the express offices, some good 
stores, and a large number of offices. It 
is roofed in large part with glass, and is 
such a building as would do honor even to 
the metropolis. It is always safe to ask a 
conductor whether his car goes to Ellicott 
Square, for if it goes there it reaches all 
the main business centres. Visitors should 
remember that Buffalo conductors are not 
aware of the existence of the fine new Post 
Office, but direct inquirers to the old Post 
Office, which has long been out of use, ahd 
which is several blocks out of the way. 
Buffalonians do not hesitate to admit 
that the number of persons staying for any 
length of time in the city is much smaller 


so far than was expected. This is only 
natural, for it is much too early in the 
season for the pleasure seekers. So far as 


I have seen, the people who are now stay- 
ing here by the week or month are almost 
invariably here on business, being in some 
way connected with the fair or its ex- 
hibits. I know of one private house that is 
completely filled with exhibitors and their 
families, without a single visitor for pleas- 
ure. The sightseers are oftener to be found 
in the hotels, but their stay is limited to a 
night or two. 

Some wonderful stories the lodging house 
keepers tell about hotel prices, such as $4 
a night for a cot bed in a public room, and 
$5 for a bed on a billiard table. This may 
be true, but I have not been able to find 
any better evidence of it than the tales of 
rivals. It may be that all kinds of purvey- 
ors have been a little too soon in advancing 
prices, for news of unusually high prices 
travels fast. When the great crush does 
come, as like enough it may as the Summer 
advances, there will be little chance for a 
ecrner in beds and rooms here, with such 
frequent trains to Rochester and other 
well-grown places, and trolley cars every 
ten minutes to Niagara Falls, where ,are 
many large hotels. 

Possible lack of sleeping accommodations 
is'the last thing that any intending visitor 
need worry himself about, in a city where 
lodgers are desired in about every other 
house, If the transient hotels near the fair 
grounds are ever crowded, they will leave 
the streets of Buffalo half deserted. 


Regtaurants are quite up to lodging houses 
in number, and no one who can pay wili 
need to go hungry. How much the custom- 
er must pay depends largely upon circum- 
stances, as it does in all places at all times. 
In general, the restaurateurs have discoy- 
ered that the Pan-American Exposition is 
in progress, and charge accordingly. There 
are eating houses without number on the 
fair grounds, some of which are moderate 
in price and some very dear, some reason- 
ably good, some wretched, and some excei- 
lent. During the long siege of rains it hap- 
pened sometimes that one solitary cus- 
tomer was ably taken care of by the seven- 
ty-five waiters in some of the larger res- 
taurants on the fair grounds. 

The Buffalo restaurant as a rule is not 
an abode for an epicure, but there are some 
good ones in the older hotels. Main Street 


has a large number of eating houses that 
are evidently designed to drive the cus- 
tomer to drink, as there is generally a bar 
on one side. A restaurant that I can confi- 
dently recommend to all New Yorkers who 
come here is a New York affair, having 
, been established in the ‘heart of the city

several weeks ago by a caterer well known 
by name to all New Yorkers. He brought 
cooks, waiters, and other employes from 
his large restaurant in New York, and is 
doing a thriving business, as he deserves to 
do. Such a place, I am informed, is a reve- 
lation to Buffalo, where the native idea of 


a beefsteak is a slice of beef cut about as. 


thick as a wafer and fried till crisp. Out- 
side of this New Yorker’s place I notice 
every day a throng of men who have just 
eaten, wearing such contradictory expres- 
sions that some violent emotions are evi- 
dently at work. The highly pleased look 
comes from the consciousness of having 
dined in a really metropolitan manner; and 
the waves of pain are caused by memories 
of the bill. For once in a way Buffalo en- 
joys a really good restaurant; but Buffalo 
must, pay for it. In this place one gets a 
really good dinner and pays for it; and in 
this it differs from some of the other 
places, where one pays for the really good 
dirmner without getting it.

COMMENT ON LONDON BANQUET 


London Press Shows Much Friendliness 
—Mr. Griscom’s Speech Regard- 
ed as Daring. 


LONDON, June 6.—Appreciation of the 
cordiality of the sentiments Americans and 
British are now so frequently exchanging 
is the burden of the comments of the af- 
ternoon newspapers on yesterday evening's 
Chamber of Commerce banquet. 

The St. James’s Gazette {s so friendly 
that it advocates a display of the Stars and 
Stripes alongside the Unioh Jack on all 
public buildings throughout the. empire 
July 4, on the same principle that English 
university men group the light and dark 
blues, (the colors of Cambridge and Oxford, 
respectively,) when they meet. 

The Globe alone takes exception to the 
dictum that “ commerce is the great peace- 
maker of the world,” and says trade rivalry 








and the desire to secure new markets are 


liable to prove fruitful sources of trouble. 

The Westminsier Gazette says: ‘ Mr. 
Chamberlain once said it would almost be 
worth a great war to see the Union Jack 


and Stars and Stripes ce side by side. 
A less martial way of cultivating good 


feeling between the two races wes adopted 
when the London Chamber entertained the 


New York Chamber of Commerce at din- 
ner.”’ 

The paper suggests the banquet may “ be 
regarded as the friendly hand-shake which 
precedes a vigerous encounter,” and adds: 
‘Tt served at least to dempnstrate that if 
our American rivals are going to knock us 
out of time in the markets of the world our 
merchants meun to take their fate in the 
best of spirits.’’ 

The Times this morning said: “ We are 
glad to see Lord Lansdowne quoting those 
admirable words recently uttered by Presi- 
dent McKinley, who expressed the hope 
that ‘Our past and increasing prosperity 
may be fruitful of nothing but good to our 
elders in the brotherhood of nations’ 

‘The most daring speaker, perhaps, was 
Mr. Griscom. He said his countrymen hoped 
to build up their shipping trade. They had 
made a beginning, and, with the co-opera- 
tion of their Government, trusted to see 
their flag flying soon side by séde with 
that of Great Britain. Considering how 
frightened some of us have been at this 
‘beginning’ and how little we appreciate 
‘eo-operation’ between the State and ship- 
ping interests in America, Mr. Griscom was 
certainly a bold man.” 

Henry White, Secretary of the United 
States Embassy, gave a luncheon to-day in 
honor of Morris K. Jesup, Cornelius N. 
Bliss, and some of the other delegates of 
the New York Chamber of Commerce. The 
guests included Maitre Labori, A. J. Bal- 
four, Ambassador Choate, and Mr. Brod- 
rick, the War Secretary. 


CORKSCREW LIGHTNING. 


Weather Observer Reports a Rare Dis- 
play Near Aurora, Oregon. 
From The Portland Orgonian. 

In the eastern part of Marion and Clack- 
amas Counties there was a display of 
heavenly pyrotechnics Sunday night, brill- 
iant beyond the memory of the oldest in- 
habitant. It is reported to Forecast Of- 
ficial Beals in a letter from G. Muecke, 
volunteer observer at Miramonte Farm, 
near Aurora, who writes under date of 
May 27, as follows: 

‘**I beg to report an extraordinary phe- 
nomenon of thunder and lightning which 


eccurred last night, and which is of such 
rare occurrence in this region that the 
eldest inhabitants assured me to-day that 
like it, 


they never exverienced anything 
some of them having lived around here 
since 1845. 

‘Last evening at about 10:25 o'clock 
‘horizontal’ lightning commenced at south- 
east; barometer (at 195 fegt elevation) in- 
dictating 29.73; temperature, 63 degrees. 


No thunder was audible, and the lightning 
extending on a long range 


was ftrequent, 

trom extreme southeast to nearly east. 
This continued until after 11:15 P. M., 
when I retired. No doubt this must have 


continued further, for at 12:20 A. M. I was 
awakened by roaring thurder. Getting up 


at once I watche the southeast and 
almost due east horizon, which viewed 
from this station is formed by the Cas- 


cade Mountains, just above 50 miles dis- 
tant east. 

‘*Such intense flashes of lightning, illu- 
minating the sky and country to the ex- 
tent of almost bright sunlight, I have never 
before seen. What seemed to me very 
strange, however was the fact that not 
orce the streaks of lightning formed ‘* zig- 
zags,’ like in my youth. Last night's 
streaks were all vertical, about 10 degrees 
down to—as it appeared—either just west 
or just cast of the Cascade Range. The 
streaks of lightning were mostly like half 
a spiral or corkscrew. But three times I 
saw a perfect ‘n’ and one an ‘m.’ The 
thunder peals which followed the latter 
were tremendous. I must remark that for 
half an hour I invariably counted from 
20 to 23 seconds between the lightning and 
the ‘thunder, and they repeated also for 
over half an hour regularly every 25 to 380 
seconds. The rain here during two hours 
amounted only to .29 of an inch. At 1:15 
A. M. the phenomenon ceased. The entire 
phenomenon lasted 2 hours and 50 minutes 
—the longest continuous lightning and ulti- 
mate thunder I ever experienced.”’ 


Song Birds Within City Limits. 
From The Portland Oregonian. 

The benefit of the law protecting song 
birds is evidenced by the increased number 
of such birds which now make their homes 
within the city limits and the fearlessness 


they display. Robins search for food in 
the streets and grounds of residences, and 
pay no attention to passing cars, teams, 
or pedestrians, having full confidence that 
they will not be molested. They come up 
under the windows where people are sit- 
ting and proceed to pull fat worms from 
the ground, looking up once in a while as 
if to say, ‘‘ See how slick I can do this,”’ 
and after collecting as many worms as 
they can hold in their bills, fly up to their 
nest in a shade tree to fill thelr young. 
Out in Lone Fir Cemetery a nuaiogr of 
blackbirds and bluejays have their haunts, 
and it was wonderful to see how at their 
ease these usually shy birds were on Me- 


morial Dey when the cemetery was 
thronged with people. They flitted about, 
sang, chattered, or scolded, and. paid 


no attention to the crowds, and no boy 
moiested them. After a time the birds 
will find that they are safer from hawks, 
nest-hunting boys, and other enemies in 
the noisy city than they are in the secluded 
places they were wont to haunt, and then 
the city will be alive with feathered visitors 
of all sorts, which will add another charm 
to the residence sections. Even the de- 
spised sparrow makes himself useful in 
destroying insects_on rose bushes and other 
plants, if his notes are not so musical as 
those of birds who lead a less strenuous 
existence. 


Pastor of On Church Sixty-five Yerra.

Edward L. Nor- 
ton, the New York administrator of the 
estate, asked for an injunction restraining 
George F. Hartford and Theophilus Gilman 
from disposing of any of the property of 
the Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea Com- 
pany. At the same time, Mr. Norton wants 
a receiver appointed for the company. 

In the argument of the motion before 
Justice. Gildersleeve Mr. Norton's counsel 
presented affidavits declaring that Mr. 
Hartford, who claims a half interest in the 
tea business, has no interest, and -that 
since Mr. Gilman's death, in March last, he 
had caused entries to be made in the books 
of the firm showing a partnership. 

Charles H. Brush, counsel for Mr. Nor- 
ton, presented an affidavit, in which he 
says that he examined the books of the 
Great. Atlantic and Pacific Tea Company. 
He says that up to March 3, 1901, thé en- 
tries in the books show that there is a 
balance, to the credit of George F. Gilman 
to the amount of $1,438,414.96, and that 
there is also a credit of $105,230.92 to the 
estate of Mr. Gilman's father. As to his 
charge against Mr. Hartford, Mr. Brush 
says: 

‘That since the death of the said George 
F. Gilman an entry has been made in said 
books crediting the said George F. Hart- 
ford with the sum of $719,204.43, which is 
just one-half of the credit entered to the 
account of Gilman on the ist day of Jan- 
uary, 1901, and another entry has been 
made since the said 3d day of March, 1901, 
charging said sum of $711,204.43 to the ac- 
count of George F. Gilman.’* Mr. Brush 
also says that the books show a credit of 
$40,568 in United States bonds to Mr. Hart- 
ford. These bonds, says Mr. Brush, be- 
longed to Mr. Gilman and should be part 
of his estate. 

John J. Crawford, who appears with Mr. 
Brush, in an oral argument said that he 
had examined the books before and after 


the death of Mr. Gilman, and that before 
the death there was nothing in them to 
show that anybody but Mr. Gilman had 
any interest in the business. Edward P. 
Brown appeared for Mr. Hartford and 
Theophilus Gilman, and in the course of 
his argument said: 

‘““Mr. Hartford has been the absolute 
manager of the business for over twenty 
years. For twenty-three years Mr. Gilman 
has never been seen about the places of 
business. Mr. Hartford was recognized as 
a partner in the business and conducted it 
1s such. The leases for premises in which 
tne business was conducted were made out 
in the name of Mr. Hartford as partner.” 

Further argument on the motion was 
then adjourned until next week, when addi- 
tional affidavits will be submitted by both 
sides in the controversy. 





CANNIBALS ATE TWELVE MEN. 


Details of the Attack on the German 
South Sea Expeditian Led by 
Dr. Mencken. 








BERLIN, June 6.—The Tageblatt prints 
special correspondence from N Guinea 


containing an account of the massacre of 
the members of the first German South Sea 
expedition on the cannibal island of St. 
Matthias. They were all killed and eaten 
save Dr. Heinroth. 

The Colonial Zeitung, the official organ 
of the German Colonial Society, furnishes 
details of the massacre. It seems that the 
veesel which carried the expedition to the 
Island of St. Matthias left, after a few 


days, for Herbertshoh, New Britain, to get 
coal and supplies. During its absence the 


savages, who had hitherto appeared 
friendly, although known to be cannibals, 
planned to kill and rob the diminished 
party. 

The plot was carried out one morning 


while the members of the expedition, who 
had a bodyguard of forty drilled Papuans, 
were cleaning their rifles, which they had 


taken apart. Suddenly eighty of the fsl- 
anders broke from the bushes, raising 
fierce war cries and brandishing spears, 


with which they stabbed to death the 
leader of the party, Dr. Mencken, (hereto- 
fore cabled as Mercke or Menke,) his Sec- 
retary, Herr Caro, and a white sailor, who 
was asleep under a tent. 

Dr. Heinroth emptied his revolver into 
his assailants, while the bodyguard in the 
meantime retired to the boats with the 
wounded, leaving twelve dead. The boats 
put off to an island not far distant, where 
the expeditionary vessel rescued them. 
Subsequently the survivors returned to the 
Islana of St. Matthias, where they found 
that the bodies had been devoured and the 
camp absolutely looted. 


MISHAP TO THE OCEANIC. 


She Puts Back to Liverpool for Repairs 
and Then Sails Again. 


LIVERPOOL, June 6.—The White Star 
Line steamer Oceanic, which sailed from 
Liverpool for New York via Queenstown 
yesterday, returned here this morning, hav- 
ing injured one of her propellers. The dam- 
age was repaired and the steamer sailed 
again at 10 A. M. She has among her pas- 
sengers Mrs. J. Pierpont Morgan, Vivian 


Nickalls, the English oarsman, and Mr. and 
Mrs. W. C. Endicott, Jr. 

QUEENSTOWN, June 6.—About 250 pas- 
sengers and 500 sacks of mail are awaiting 
the arrival here of the White Star Line 
steamer Oceanic, which had to put back to 
Liverpool after sailing yesterday, owing to 
a damaged propeller. 





THE NEUTRALITY OF BELGIUM. 


The Foreign Minister Explains that It 
Is Guaranteed by Five Powers. 
BRUSSELS, June 6.—In the Senate to- 
day, the Foreign Minister, M. P. de Faver- 

eau, in reply to a question, said: 

“The guarantee of the neutrality of Bel- 
gium is inscribed in a special treaty be- 
tween Belgium and the five guaranteeing 
powers. The independence, integrity, and 
inviolability of Belgian territory are guar- 
anteed, having in view to prevent Belgium 
from serving as a battlefield for European 


nations. We must, therefore, repel invasion 
from whatever side it may come.” , 

After analyzing the various treaties and 
protocols, M, de Favereau said: ‘ It is in- 
disputable that the guaranteeing powers in- 
tend to guarantee forever our neutrality, in- 
violabllity, and independence.” 


Honor for Lord Milner is Opposed. 

LONDON, June 6.—The Common Coun- 
cil, at the Guildhall, this afternoon, agreed 
to confer the freedom of the city on Lord 
Milner of Cape Town, but only after con- 
siderable criticism. Mr. Morton, who led 


the opposition, blamed Lord Milner for all 
the trouble Great Britain had in South 
Africa, and for the ill-feeling existing be- 
tween the British and the Dutch. 





Noted London Physician a Suicide. 


ILONDON, June 6.—Dr. Thomas Bond, a 
well-known surgeon and analyst, commit- 
ted suicide this morning by throwing him- 
self from a third-story window of his resi- 
dence. He had been suffering from melan- 
cholia for some time. Dr. Bond, besides 
being the late Mr. Gladstone’s surgeon, 
was noted in connection with investiga- 
tions and discoveries in the cases of sev- 
eral sensational crimes, notably the Lefroy, 
Lamson, and Camp murders. 


Anti-Clerical Play Cheered in Spain. 


BARCELONA, June 6.—The anti-Clerical 
drama, “ Electra,”’ which has been placed 
under ban by the Church, was performed 
here last night with immense success.

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CHINESE INDEMNITY PLAN.. 


A Joint and Several Guarantee Likely to 
be Adopted, with Each Power’s 
Liability Limited. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—The Ambassa- 
dors from most of the European countries 
were in conference withh Secretary Hay to- 
day, mainly because it was Diplomatic 
Day, which afforded an opportunity for 
discussing the state of the Chinese negotia- 
tions. It is understood that the middle 
ground, or modus vivendi, as it is being 
termed, concerning the form of paying the 
indemnity, is likely to be adopted with a 
joint and several guarantee. 

This will be in complete accord with the 
American view that there shoulé be no 
joint guarantee, in the sense of binding 
each Government to securing the payment 
of the entire $337,000,000. It will be joint, 
however, in the formal aspect of being ex- 
ecuted by all of the powers jointly, at the 
same time, and probably by the same in- 
strument. This instrument doubtless will 
include a provision by which each Govern- 
ment is to assume no liability beyond the 
amount of its own share of the indemnity, 
which in the case of the United States is 
limited to $25,000,000. 

In answer to his inquiry, Special Com- 
missioner Rockhill, at Peking, has been 
informed that the United States Govern- 
ment has not taken any steps recently 
looking toward the abatement of its claims 
for indemnity against China by one half, 
regarless of the action of other powers. 
Some time ago the Government proposed 
regardless of the action of other powers. 
scale down their claims 50 per cent. so as 
to bring the total of the indemnities within 
China's ability to pay 

Though this proposition failed of accept- 
ance, the American Government left iur. 
Rockhill under instructions to lose no op- 
portunity to secure a reduction of the 
claim, but it has never signified a dispo- 
sition to refuse to accept the full amount 
of the indemnity regardless of the action 
of the other powers. 








LONDON, June 7.—'‘ The Chinese Gov- 
ernment,’ says the Shanghai correspondent 
of The Laily Express, ‘“‘ has ordered that 
bonds be prepared for the payment of the 
indemnity.” 


PEKING MEETINGS SUSPENDED. 


Fault Found with Germany's Course— 
Trouble at Tien-Tsin Continues 
—Von Waldersee’s Report. 


PEKING, June 6.—The Ministers have 
ceased to hold*meetings, while making in- 
quiries as to the desires of their respective 
Governments.’ The majority of the Minis- 
ters hold that Germany should have told 
the Chinese that all the powers would agree 
to an indemnity of 450,000,000 taels at 4 per 
cent. interest. 

They also think that the withdrawal of 
Count von Waldersee and the German 
troops shows a desire to force the powers 
to acquiesce to Germany's demands, which 
they are not inclined to do. 

Trouble between British and French sol- 





diers at Tien-Tsin continues. Brig. Gen. 
Campbeil, in command of the _ British 
troops, and the French commander will 


use their utmost endeavors to prevent fur- 
ther friction. 


BERLIN, June 6.—The War Office has re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Count 
Von Waldersee, dated Tien-Tsin, Tuesday, 
June 4: 

“I have now resigned the functions of 
Commander in Chief and to-day am leav- 
ing China by way of Tokio. 

“Strict measures have been taken here 
to avold collisions between the different 
contingents. 

‘““In company with large German detach- 
ments, I attended the funeral of the French 
soldiers killed in the recent affray.” 


CHE-FOO TO WEI-HAI-WEI CABLE. 


J. Austen Chamberlain Explains the 


British Agreement. 


LONDON, June 6.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, on a motion to approve the 
agreement of the Government with the 
Eastern Extension Telegraph Company for 
laying a cable from Che-Foo to Wet-Hai- 
Wei, Sir Charles Dilke asked whether the 
agreement would not pledge the Govern- 
ment to resist any attempt by the United 
States to establish direct communication 
with China. He contended that it was to 
Great Britain's interest that the United 
States and China should be connected by 
cables. 

J. Austen Chamberlain explained that it 
was imperative that the cable should be 
laid, and, finding China had already 
pledged herself to give no landing rights 
to any companies except the Russo-Danish 
and the Eastern Extension, the Government 
had Seen compelled to make the best terms 
it could. 


PEKING RELICS IN WASHINGTON. 





Lock and Key to Gate in the Sacred 
City—Key Is Four Feet Long. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—The lock and 
key of the front gate of the Sacred City 
of Peking have been received at the Na- 
tional Museum, and will be placed on ex- 
hibition there within a few days. The 
relics are a gift from the Rev. W. T. Ho- 
bart, a Methodist missionary in China, and 
were presented to the United States through 
Edwin H. Conger,/United States Minister 
at Peking. The gate which the lock and 
key secured was directl¥ before the palace 
of the Emperor. On the lock are inscribed 
a number of Chinese characters, and the 
authorities of the museum will soon seek 
to have these deciphered and translated. 

Thé lock is an iron cylinder 3 feet and 10 
inches long. Extending from the cylinder 
is an iron rod, bent back so that it could 
pass through the gateghasp and into the 
lock guide. In the lock are four tumblers. 
The key is of iron, and is about 4 feet long. 


German Station in the Farsan Islands. 

BERLIN, June 6.—The Foreign Office as- 
serts that the only element of truth in the 
report that Germany has been negotiating 
with the Turkish Government as. to the 
Farsan Islands is the fact that the Goy- 
ernment has acquired a coaling station in 
one of the islands for the China transport 
service. 

The Farsan group comprises two large 
and several small islands and reefs in the 
Red Sea, off the coast of Yemen. The 
group belongs to Arabia. 








Loss in Antwerp Gustom House Fire. 


ANTWERP, June 6.-—-The estimates of 
the damage done by the Custom House and 
warehouse fire here yesterday range from 
1.500,000f. to 3,000,000f., largely uninsured. 
The loss includes 280,000f. worth of Amer- 
ican tebacco. 


For an Australian Coinage. 


MLCLBOURNE, Victoria, June 6.—The 
House of Representatives to-day appointed 
a committee to report on the best means 


for the Commonwealth undertaking its 
own ccinage and adopting the decimal sys- 
ae. The Imperial Government favors the 
plan. -

COLUMBIA STUDENT KILLED. 


While Returning from Athletic Games

Frank O'Dwyer, twenty-five years old, 
of 628 West e Hundred and Twenty- 
eighth Street, student at Columbia Uni- 
versity, was instantly killed late last night 
at William’s Bridge by an inbound express 
train of the New York, New Haven. and 
Hartford Railroad. Every bone in his 
body was broken.

The. out- 
going local trains come in on the easterly 
tracks. 

O'Dwyer did not know this, and descend- 
el to the westerly tracks. When he dis- 
covered his error he attempted to take a 
short cut by crossing all the tracks, climb- 
ing a couple of fences in doing so. He had 
got over one fence and onto the tracks re- 
served for fast trains, when the New 
Haven Express came flying along. 
O'Dwyer was knocked high in the air, and 
came down many feet from the tracks. He 
was dead when picked up. 

An ambulance was summoned from Ford- 
ham Hospital, but the’ surgeon took a look 
at the body and drove away again. It is 
said that O’Dwyer ts a brother of Dr. 
Charles O'Dwyer, said to be head surgeon 
of the City Hospital, on Blackwell's Island. 
At 1:30 o’clock this morning O’Dwyer's 
body was still at the William’s Bridge rajl- 
road station. 




















STABBED BY A BOY. 


Young Pugilist Badly Wounded in a 
Fight Resulting from a Game 
of Craps.

Lestrange says that 
his companion lkefit demanding the money 
from him, and that when he refused it the 
rrize fighter hit him in the face. The stab- 
ing occurred at One Hundred and Twenty- 
third Street, a pocketknife being used. _ 
Immediately after the cutting Lestrange 
fled east through One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-third Street with his brother, who had 
been a witness to the tragedy. Cleary tried 
to walk home through One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street, but fell on the side- 
walk at the feet of William Mille of 72 
West One Hundred and Twenty-third 
Street, who was just coming out of a sa- 
loon. Dr. Fox, who removed the wounded 
man to the J. Hood Wright Hospital, found 
that the knife had penetrated just above 
the heart. Lestrange was later arrested 
and locked up in the West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street Police Station. 


Ex-Judge Hines of Indiana Dead. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 6.—Ex-Judge 
Cc. Hines, a prominent lawyer, died. to-day. 
Mr. Hines was born at Sandy Hill, Wash- 
ington County, N. Y., Dec. 10, 1840. He at- 
tended the common schools*and worked in 
the cotton mills until he was twenty-one 
years old. In 1861 he came to Indianapolis, 


where he entered the law office of Simon 
Yandes.

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INDEPENDENCE CRIPPLED 


Accident to Boston Yacht in Her 
Second Trial Spin. 


NO SERIOUS DELAY EXPECTED 











The Boat’s Big Steel Mast Withstood 


Great Strain When Boom Swung 
Without Preventer Stays. 





BOSTON, June 6.—The Lawson yacht In- 


dependence in her second sail trial to-day 
met with her first accident, a not very seri- 
ous jamming of the steering gear, but suf- 
ficent to stop the trial after an hour and a 
half of splendid sailing, during which she 
attained a speed on a reach of a little over 
three miles of 13% nautical miles an hour. 
The accident led very unexpectedly 
a2 most thorough test of the yacht's rig- 
ging and her big steel mast through the 
sudden gybing without preventer stays, be- 
Ing run back to take up the strain, and 
the result showed that it would take a 


pretty severe blow to dismast the Boston 


to 


yacht. The big boom swung by a fifteen- 
knot breeze swept over the stern of the 
yacht at a tremendous speed, Capt. 
Haff being unable to prevent it. It was 
30 sudden that none of the crew was aft 
with the preventer tackle, and the big 


mast had to stand the entire weight of 


the sail and boom as it fetched up. There 
Was not a man on the boat who did not 
think the mast would go, but the big steel 


spar stood the strain magnificently, and 
to-night the designer, the skipper, and 
the crew have the greatest confidence 
in it. , 


Previous to the accident and subsequent 
jibing, the yacht was given a most thor- 
ough test under full sail in a strong breeze, 
and showed herself to be a wonderful boat, 
especially in her ability to run with sheets 
started. She also went very fast beating 
to windward and was thrown about by 


Capt. Haff in something under twenty sec- 
onds. Something of a comparison could also 
be made to-day with the Constitution, for 
the newspaper men were on same tug 
which followed the Bristol boat on her trial 


trip. The wind and sea were much the 
same and the yachts were. under similar 
canvas, and it certainly seems as ifsthe 


Independence had the greater speed, espe- 
cially in a reach, which would be the main 
feature of a triangular race. 

The accident to-day can easily be rem- 
edied, although it may delay another trial 
for a day or two.

The Independence on her way out found 
the weather almost absolutely 
perfect. The sea was scarcely ruffled, the 
wind blowing about eight knots an hour 
from the southwest.

David Barrie Makes Arrangements for 
Her Reception and Needs When 

She Reaches This Side. 

Sir Thomas Lipton evidently expects to 
make good his promise to the 
Yacht Club to be in readiness to sail the 
first race for the America’s Cup on Sept. 
21. His representative here, David Barrie, 
went to Erie Basin yesterday, where he 
made arrangements for docking Shamrock 
It. on Sept. 15 or 16, for her official racing 
measurements. He also visited the Morse 
Iron Works and made preparations for the 
reception of the challenger on her arrival. 
On reaching this side she will go to the 
Morse Iron Works to have her ocean rig 
removed and her racing clothes fitted. 
The steam yacht Erin will lie off the New 
York Yacht Club's Station No. 1, at the 
foot of Fifty-fifth Street, South Brooklyn. 
Mr. Barrie expressed deep regret that 
Censtitution should have had an experience 
similar to that of Shamrock II., and said 
if such accidents had to come, it was well 
for them to occur early enough in the sea- 
son to give ample time for complete re- 
covery from them before the crucial tests 
of the cup races were applied. 





REPAIRING CONSTITUTION. 


Difficulty Encountered in Removing 
Warped Plates of Buckled Mast 

—Crew Given Vacation. 
BRISTOL, R. L., June 6.—The iron work- 
ers employed on the buckled mast of the 
Constitution made so much progress to- 
day that the snar is now in two sections. 
The plates will be removed for a space 
of several feet in the middle of the spar 
and upward to within about three feet of 


the position of the lower spreaders. The 


weather might be expected during the 
September races, The Marine Journal re- 
quested Willis L. Moore, Chief of the United 
States Weather Bureau at Washington, to 


make a comparison of the velocity of the 
wind during the last two weeks in August 
and September, for a period of ten years 
ending in 1899. 

The report which has just been submitted 
shows that the chances for a good breeze 
are much better in September than they 
are in August, the average being from 20 
to 25 per cent. greater in favor of the 
month first mentioned. In September, 1894, 
the velocity of the wind was 80 per cent. 
greater than it was .in August, while in 
August, 1890, and 1891, September held sec- 
ond. place in yachtsmen’s affections. 

The prospect of a good breeze during the 
international races will go a long way to- 
ward making up for the enforced delay, 
and will be especially welcomed by the 
thousands who made so many trips to San- 
dy Hook in 1899, only to find the race 
postponed for lack of a breeze. 


Steam Yacht Lady Godiva Here. 
The British-built auxiliary yacht Lady 
Godiva, chartered by former Commodore 
Henry Clark Rouss of the Seawanhaka- 
Corinthian Yacht Club, arrived at this port 
last night. Lady Godiva left Cowes on 


May 15, in charge of Capt. Finck, ana 
touched at St. Michael's one week later. 
She reached Bermuda on June 3, and made 
the run here in fast time. She is one of 
the handsomest of the British fleet which 
has been chartered by New Yorkers this 
season, and is fitted with every convenience 
conducive to pleasure at sea. 


Steam Yacht Akela Changes Hands. 


The steam yacht Akela has been sold by 
William H. Ames of Boston through Cary

Length over all, 117.9 feet; load water line, 
yz feet; beam, 14.6 feet; depth, 8.6 feet, and 
draught, 5 feet.

STEEPLECHASE A GOOD RACE 





Jumpers Made a Pretty Contest Through 
the Field at Grgvesend and 


Passe Partout Won. 





The officials of the Brooklyn Jockey 
Club just now are wondering over a prob- 


lem that often before has puzzled the mak- 
ers of race track programmes, but to date 
has not been sglved. With bad weather 
the attendance was large, so large in fact 
as to be remarkable, while with the coming 


of real Summer sunshine and an atmos- 


phere that, as such things go, ought to 


draw double the number of visitors, the 
gmttendance not only has not increased, but 
on the contrary @has actually showed a 
tendency to dwindle. Tie attendance yes- 
terday at Gravesend was only about one- 


half that of the worst days of the earller 


part of the Spring, when great crowds 


collected to see horses run on a muddy 
track with the accompanying drawbacks 
of cold winds and deluges of rain. 

The best backed horses did not in any 
way mend their ways, the choices in the 


majority of cases running the worst, while 


outsiders slipped home first in four races 
of the six on the day’s card. There was 
an explanation for it, in that the preva- 
lence of wet weather earlier in the season 
had made the form this Spring on heavy 
and muddy tracks. Most naturally the 


first of a season of dry tracks and good 


going upset all calculations as to how the 


horses would run. 

The crowd, however, seemed to bet with 
more than ordinary confidence, forgetting 
that the fast track was the one thing most 
against the form that had been established, 


and the finish found the balance all in fa- 


vor of the layers, for in six races only two 


post favorites were first, while among the 
long-chance winners was one 100 to 1 
chance, Hengist in the second event, who, 
running unbacked, not even his own table 


having confidence enough in him to bet on 


him other than a small wager, was in front 
nearly all the way, and, ridden out at the 
end under the whip, won by a head from 
the ‘‘ good thing,’’ Bluff, who was well 
backed by the McCarren stable and ran just 
well enough to get his usual place of sec- 
ond. The even-money favorite, Malster, 
was never prominent in the race. 

The two stakes on the card were the 
Manhanset, for two-year-olds, and the Em- 
pire State Steeplechase Handicap, for 
Jumpers over the two-and-a-half-mile 
course.' While the betting element failed 
to ck the winner of either, both races 
made good and uncommonly interesting 
contests. In the Manhanset, which was at 
five furlongs, five horses ran, including the 
added starter, Fly Wheel, from John E. 
Madden's stable, with Jack De Mund the 
favorite. Sombrero and Jack De Mund 
were the leaders for the first half mile. 
Dolce Far Niente, the $14,000 colt, bought 
by the Morris Stable at New Orleans last 
Winter, laying third to that point, where 
he went up and, easily passing the tired 
pair in front of him, won well in hand at 
the end by two lengths and a half. Jack 
De Mund, struggling gamely under the 
whip in the final strides, finished second, 
a neck before Sombrero, third. 

The steeplecase made a remarkably pret- 


ty race and eight  well-schooled cross- 
country horses in it, Dr. Eichberg being the 
post favorite. All the runners stood up 


over the full course, jumping in fine style 
and shifting in front until nearly every 
horse in the race seemed to have a chance 
to win at some time. After a mile and a 
half had been covered, however, Passe 
Partout took command, and, racing in first 
place for the remainder of the distance, 
won after a whipping finish with George 
Keene, while Dr. Eichberg finished third, 
close up. 

In the race won by Ten Candles, Jockey 
Brennan, who rode Alsike, the outsider, 
trailed so far behind that the Stewards 
called him up to explain his riding. Bren- 
nan pleaded orders, but the Stewards sus- 
pended him for two days for laying too far 
out of the race.

ETHELBERT’S FAST TRIAL. 








Top Weight in Suburban Covered Race 
Distance in 2:06. 

The doubt that has existed through the 
greater part of the Spring as to whether or 
not the great handicap horse Ethelbert, the 
present top weight in the Suburban Handi- 
cap, to be run next Saturday week at the 
Sheepshead Bay race track, would be able 
to. go to the starting post for any of the 


. Important races of the season was dispelled . 
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yesterday inthe most thorough style when 
the famous five-year-old was tried out over 
the Suburban distance, one mile and a 
quarter, at the Sheepshead track, and cov- 
ered the distance of the Suburban in the 
phenomenally fast time of 2:06, timed by 
many watches, and 2:06%, as timed by a 
number of more conservative horsemen. 
O'Connor, who has been engaged to ride 
Ethelbert in all his stake engagements this 
season, had the mount, and as the boy rode 
with a saddle weighing about twelve pounds 
Ethelbert carried not less than 117 pounds 
in the trial. 

He covered the distance so easily that his 
‘trial was the chief topic among the horse- 
men for the remainder of the morning, and 
the opinion was universal that Ethelbert 
would start in the Suburban one of the hot- 
test favorites that ever ran for the great 
race. All who saw the work said that the 
horse was not extended at any part of the 
trip and that he pulled up as strong as 
when he started. The trial is the fastest 
that hasever been made for the race, beat- 
ing even the sensational move made by 
Troubadour in the -year when that great 
horse won the Suburban for Capt. Samuel 
S. Brown. Ethelbert ‘finished perfectly 
sound, and as the race is only a little more 
than a week off, it seems that he now is a 
certain starter, though until very recently 
he has been regarded as on the doubtful 
list. The fractions of the trial, as timed by 
an expert who saw the work, were as fol- 
lows: Half mile, 0:49; three-quarters, 1:14%; 
mile, 1:39%; mile and a furlong, 1:52, and 
pulling up at the end of the mile and a 
quarter in 2:06. The Sheepshead Bay track 
was at its fastest when Ethelbert was tried. 


Another fast move was made by the great 


old mare Imp, about whose ability to stand 
training again this season there has been 
some doubt. That she will train and that 
she is about ready to race she proved, how- 
ever, by covering a mile, with a heavy sta- 
ble boy up. in 1:43%, finishing strong and 
sound and fighting to go on when pulled up. 
Peter Wimmer, who now is training Imp, 


has refused to hurry her preparation and 
has taken his time in fitting her for the 


season’s racing, but from the work yester- 
day it will be but a short time before she 
begins her campaign.

chaser of coach horses yesterday at the

Pioneer between the Holland House and 


the Ardsley Olub, He purchased six of the 


thirty-eight animals disposed of, paying 
for the lot $3,040. “Toung Vanderbilt was 
present and did his own bidding, and his 
coachman, with two or three grogms, were 
in attendance. The total amount obtained 
for the thirty-eight horses was $14,995, an 
average of nearly $395 each, which was 
considered by horsemen a very’ successful 
sale. 

Richard P. Lounshery paid the star price, 
taking a bay mare and a bay gelding, splen- 
didly matched and working beautifully to- 
gether, for $1,750. The single bids were 
$825, and the next highest price for a 
single hors® was $730, paid by Vander- 
bilt for a gray mare shown as near leader 
to a coach four. Its mate, the off leader, 
a bay gelding. he obtained for $180. His 


other four were purchased in pairs, one pair 
being two Jeaders—a white gelding and a 
brown mare—for $1,430, and the other 
comprised of a_ brown mare and a 
bay mare for $700. H. B. Cocheu pur- 
chased one entire four, shown to the Pio- 
neer, for $2,250, giving $1,250 for the wheel- 
ers and $1,000 for the leaders. He also 
paid $450 for a bay gelding, giving him 
five horses for $2,700, which made him the 
second highest individual purchaser.

BRAID OPEN CHAMPION. 


He Leads Both Vardon and Taylor for 


the Golf Honors of Great Britain. 

GULLANE, Scotland, June 6.— James 
Braid won the open golf championship of 
Great Britain to-day at the conclusion of 
the two-day golf tournament on the lHnks 
of the Muirfield Club. He completed the 
72 holes in a total of 309 strokes, three 
strokes ahead of Harry Vardon, who came 
second with 312, followed by the former 
champion, James H. Taylor, with 313. H. 
H. Hilton led the amateurs with a total 
score of 320. 


The enthusiasm over Braid at the end 
of the match was unbounded. He was car- 
ried on the shoulders of his friends around 
the home green, and then into the club- 
house. Braid made his third eighteen-hole 
ound in 74 strokes, a remarkable record; 

ut it was also equaled by. Taylor. The 
features of the new champion’s play were 
long and perfect driving and deadly putting. 
Vardon was bunkered several times, and his 
play was weaker on more occasions than 
usual. Hilton played one round in 75. Over 
a thousand spectators followed the match, 
among whom were a few Americans. Spon- 
gy greens made high-class putting some- 
what difficult. Vardon and Taylor were 
drawn together and had a magnificent 
match, but the great interest was centred 
upon Braid, 


James Braid, the new open golf champion 
of the United Kingdom, and practically of 
the world, is a native of Scotland. His vic- 
tory is particularly gratifying to his coun- 
try , as it is the first time that a Scotch- 
nah has won the big event since Willie 
Auchterlonie landed the prize in 1893. Braid 
comes from a -famous golf locality, the 
Fifeshire Royal Burgh of Earlisferry. He 
played as an amateur up to 1893, and en- 
tered the professional ranks the following 
year, He is called the longest driver in 
the professional ranks, and Vardon said, 
while in this country, that Braid was the 
man he feared the most of all the profes- 
sionals in Great Britain. Braid has beaten 
both Vardon and Taylor more times than 
any other golfer. He is now located at the 
Romford Golf Club, which has one of the 
best links around London.

Habit- 
ually and as a rule they look more t~ the 
strengthening of their own resources and 
methods than to the weakening or ham- 
pering of their competitors. It is true 
that this has not been the spirit of Amer- 
ican fiscal legislation in the past, but in 
great measure it has been the actual 
spirit of American business men, who 
have grown up in the midst of conditions 
of unrestricted home enterprise more 
vital and influential than the restrictive 
conditions imposed by the tariff. In the 
vast area of absolute free commerce 
within our own borders they have been 
trained for the ventures in the world’s 
commerce, in which they have had such 
marked success of late. 

It is a logical effect of this common ap- 
preciation of the true nature of com- 
merce that the British and the Ameri- 
cans should come into closer and more 
friendly relations, because they are the 
champions in all fields, and practically 
the sole champions, of the open door to 
all markets. As such they meet and for 
a long time must meet the opposition of 
other nations and of other Governments. 
For one reason and another the various 
countries of Europe are now engaged in 
a@ more or less avowed contest for the 
trade of the Orient, and they are sur- 
prised to find the Americans formidable 
rivals. Each of these nations seeks with 
varying candor for special advantages. 
Great Britain and the United States 
alone seek for all advantages for all and 
special favors to none. It is a great 
fight, and their part in it is honorable.

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They cannot help but be drawn closer as 
it progresses.

RUSSIA AND JAPAN. 

The cable brings us from Japan a re- 
port of a proposed “‘ modus vivendi” on 
the Eastern shore of the North Pacific, 
which, as we used to say, is ‘“‘ important, 
if true.”

It has nothing to do with the situation 
of the Powers in China, except as the 
evidence of the impotency of China may 
have rendered it more acute, and as the 
exhibition of the Japanese Army made 
in China may have made intelligent Rus-

CHERISHING SOUTHERN MEMORIES. 

It is probable that a great many 
Northern pevple who read of the recent 
reunion of Confederate veterans at Mem- 
phis, of the meetings held and speeches 
made on the birthday of JEFFERSON 
Davis, and of the more or less general 
observance of Decoration Day in the 
Confederate cemeteries, will attach more 
importance to these incidents than they 
are really entitled to claim. They mean 
very much less than they appear to 
mean. The South has its large, but di- 
minishing, class of professional veterans, 
who derive political and social advantage 
from keeping alive as long as possible 
the memories of the civil war, and this 
class in the South corresponds with the 
professional old soldier class in the North 
represented by the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and less important and influ- 
ential organizations held together by the 
cohesive power of the Federal Pension 
Office, and through junior organizations, 
giving those to whom such privileges are 
rare the opportunity to wear orders and 
decorations and to gratify an ambition to 
have identification with semi-military 
societies of necessarily limited member- 
ship. 

The memories of the struggles of the 
civil war are dearer to the Southern peo- 
ple than anything connected with this 
war can possibly be to the people of the 
North. They represented greater sacri- 
fices, and not only its survivors but their 
immediate descendants have more to re- 
member in connection with it which 


moves to deep feeling and tender, if not 
still tearful, recollections of scattered 
families, ruined homes, blighted hopes, 
and years of suffering. To forget these 
things would be impossible for a people 
capable of any form of patriotic enthu- 
siasm. If the people of the South were 
capable of permitting the memories of 
the civil war to fade so soon, it would in- 
dicate a lack of the qualities which make 
for good citizenship. No doubt they 
manifest more enthusiasm of sectional 
loyalty than they would if less disposi- 
tion had been shown by the veterans of 
the Federal armies to keep alive the dis- 
tinction between “ Yankee ” and 
“rebel”; but South, as well as North, 
the old soldiers have this pretty much to 
themselves, and the present generation 
of men and women have better and more 
profitable occupation than fighting over 
again the battles of the civil war, of 
which the wounds were long. since 
healed. 

The anniversaries of the South having 
origin in the great rebellion are not pop- 
ular holidays, and while more or less 
perfunctorily observed, represent very 
little to the people. It is easy in any 
Southern gathering to raise a “yell” 
when “ Dixie” is rendered, but it will 
be noticed that this happens most natu- 
rally and spontaneously when band or 
orchestra slides into it unexpectedly 
and takes its hearers by surprise. The 
Southern people are more emotional than 
those of the North, and respond more 
quickly to that which touches their nerve 
centres, but such responses may be held 
to mean a great deal more than they 
really do. 

One who travels in the South observ- 
antly cannot fail to be impressed with 
the fact that it is now and will ever re- 
main an integral part of our country, and 
that Southern loyalty-may be counted on 
to stand behind the flag as faithfully 
and with as sincere a purpose to guard 
it under all conditions as may that of 
any other section of the Republic. That 
its people should regard with patient to 
eration, and even with as close an ap- 
proximation to tender sympathy as ab- 
sorption in the activities of a phenome- 
nal material, commercial and industrial 
development will permit, the efforts of 
the veterans of the Confederate armies 
to keep themselves and “ the lost cause” 
in mind is natural and altogether cred- 
itable. To do otherwise would be to em- 
phasize the traditional ingratitude of re- 
publics. But the issues of the lost cause 
have no place in the thought of the pres- 
ent generation of Southern men and wo- 
men, and if all that the Confederacy 
stood for from its foundation to its col- 
lapse could be secured by vote of the 
people in a referendum, the ballots cast 
for Southern independen@e and the res- 
toration of the institution of slavery 
would not be numerous enough to repay 
counting. To cherish its sentimental 
memories of the most eventful period of 
its history is harmless, and we are not 
sure that it does not strengthen, rather 
than weaken, the loyalty of the people 
to keep in mind the valor and self-sacri- 
fice of those who, thirty years ago, 
fought for a principle which has no more 
practical interest for the people of the 
South to-day than those enunciated in 
the Mecklenburg declaration of inde- 
pendence. Every people with a history 
must have their sentimental memories, 
and we should have less respect for those 
of the Southern States than we have if 
they were less ready to lift their hats to 
the dwindling column of their Gonfeder- 
ate veterans, or to greet with 4 ‘yell the 
inspiring strains of their ever-popular 
‘* Dixie.”” It long ago ceased to be a dan- 
ger signal. 





“ ACADEMIC FREEDOM.” 

It is to be hoped for the sake of his 
own reputation that President HyprE of 
Bowdoin College is sure of his facts 
when he gives the name of “ Rock- 
efellerism’’ to what he regards_as hos- 
tility to ‘‘academic freedom.” Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER has given largely of his 
money for the promotion of education, 
and some of his gifts unquestionably 
have been marked by high intelligence. 
We are not acquainted with any con- 
clusive evidence that he has imposed on 
the recipients or trustees of these bene- 
factions conditions intended to hamper 
proper freedom of speech and action. 
To select his name for the purpose of 
attaching to it the opprobrium of nar- 
row and unworthy dictation to educators 
is something that should be done, if at 
all, only with the utmost care as to the 
truth of the charge implied. Otherwise 
it is the accuser and not the accused on 
whom the discredit falls. 


As to the broader question of what 
constitutes academic freedom, especially 
in the case of education supported by 
private endowment, it is obviously one 
that can give rise to much honest dif- 
ference of opinion, and one as to which 
a fair degree of charity sand respect for 
the opinions of others is particularly 
called for from educators themselves. It 
will be generally accepted that the State 
should not ‘“‘ go into partnership” with 
private persons to teach special doc- 
trines on disputed matters, but that 
charters for institutions to teach such 
doctrines at private expense should be 
refused by the State is certainly an ex- 
treme view. As to the degree of guid- 
ance which a man giving the money for 
education may properly exercise in the 
education provided for, we do not see 
how hard-and-fast rules can be laid 
down. Generally men with the inclina- 
tion to give money for this purpose are 
quite willing to put it in the charge of 
trustees whom they think competent, 
and leave the management of it to them. 
But if @ man elects to define the condi- 
tions of his gift even in detail, or to re- 
serve to himself a pretty close super- 
vision of its disbursement, he is ob- 
viously within his rights. It would nat- 
urally be well that the conditions should 
be understood, no deception practiced, 
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and the risk of misunderstanding avoid- 
ed. But with these conditions observed 
it seems fairly plain that educators need 
claim no further freedom in the matter 
than the freedom they must have of ac- 
cepting or declining employment. That 
they shall also have the freedom of dis- 
regarding the wishes of their employer is 
asking more than any other class 
usually gets. 

The postulate in the proposition of 
“academic freedom” appears to be that 
it is necessary for the evolution of true 
education. But freedom is not abolished 
because it is conditioned in an endowed 
institution. Educators are not com- 
pelled to accept employment in such an 
institution. And the freedom of a man 
who spends his money for education to 
elect the sort of education for which he 
will spend it is, on the face of it, as well 
established a right as any that the edu- 
ecators can lay claim, to. Undoubtedly 
the views of donors may be narrow or 
even foolish, but those of professors are 
not inerrant. They are sometimes whim- 
sical, and even mischievous. As a prac- 
tical question, it is pretty certain that a 
donor who imposes unwise restrictions 
on the use of his money in education 
will find his intended benefaction de- 
feated and the institution he wishes to 
establish and control a failure. But he 
has a clear right to take that risk. The 
amount of damage he will inflict in do- 
ing so upon true freedom in education in 
this great, active, alert, intelligent com- 
munity is, so far as we can see, a negli- 
gible quantity. The fear that wealth is 
going, in some way, to oppress and 
dominate intellect through this process 
is not reasonable. Intellect will always 
enjoy in this land as much respect as 
its possessor pays to it. It is not really 
entitled to any more. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——It is only a few days ago that, at the 
request of the officers of the Arnold Ar- 
boretum, we briefly described the work 
done and planned by that most admirable 
and valuable institution and directed at- 
tention to the need for an immediate and 
material increase of its endowment if the 
Arboretum is to perform in something like 
full measure the priceless public services 
which its wise and generous founder had 
in mind. As an assurance to possible 
donors that their gifts would never be di- 
verted or misapplied, we stated that Har- 
vard University, of which the Arboretum 
is a department, had a contract with the 
City of Boston, running for 1,000 years, 
under which the city had agreed to give 
the grounds and the trees upon them police 
protection, and to pay certain expenses of 
maintenance, thus removing all doubts as 
to the permanence of the undertaking and 
permitting the application of all its funds 
to sclentific purposes. Now we get the 
astonishing information that, without no- 
tice to the Harvard Corporation or any of 
its officers, a bill, on petition of the city, 
has been introduced in the Legislature, re- 
ferred to a committee, reported favorably, 
and urged to passage, all in a single week, 
authorizing Boston to break its contract 
by taking away from the Arboretum 26,500 
feet of its land! This is to be done in order 
that a city street already in existence may 
be widened, and naturally the university 
authorities are alarmed and indignant. 
They fear with good reason that if the bill 
passes it will show such barbarous inap- 
preciation of the Arboretum on the part 
of the municipal officials that its very ex- 
istence will be endangered, and that the 
chance of getting support from outside of 
Massachusetts will thereby be greatly di- 
minished. Of course this is a matter in one 
sense strictly local, but in another and 
higher sense it interests the whole country, 
if not the whole civilized world, since there 
is really no, limit to the benefits conferred 
by such study of trees as is conducted at 
the Arboretum. Hence, as we published its 
appeal for aid, so now we present its pro- 
test against a cruel wrong, and unite with 
Harvard in hoping that publicity will be 
fatal to the success of the street widening 
scheme. 





—vVotaries ‘of “ Christian Science” pro- 
fess to be much elated by the outcome of 
the Woodbury-Eddy libel suit, and to see 
in it a great victory for Our, or rather 
Their, Lady of the Spoons and her bor- 
rowed—or stolen—cult. We ourselves are 
conscious of no disappointment or discour- 
agement as a result of Judge BELL’s de- 
cision that the plaintiff had not made out 
a case, and therefore we naturally incline 
to the belief that the elation of the Eddy- 
ites, like their theology and their therapeu- 
tics, is based on a delusion. As a matter 
of fact—and with facts Eddyism never 
could or will harmonize—nothing has been 
demonstrated, even indirectly, by this trial 
except that Mrs. WoopsBury did not prove 
that a tirade in which no names were men- 
tioned was directed at herself. Judge BELL, 
quite properly, sustained the efforts of 
counsel for the defense to exclude all evi- 
dence not bearing straight on the one point 
at issue; the witnesses for the defense, as 
was their privilege, interpreted the word 
“know ” in its strictest and most technical 
sense, and the jurymen did their duty and 
obeyed orders. The verdict is all right. It 
is easy to believe that Mrs. Eppy did mean 
Mrs. WoopsuRy when, after her invariable 
custom, she partly quoted and partly mis- 
quoted Scripture and so made it serve her 
malicious and mercenary ends; indeed, it 
is impossible for a sane person to believe 
anything else, but believing is one thing, 
while the ability and inclination to give 
sworn testimony are two other things very 
different. Mrs. Eppy’s “ victory ’’ was ob- 
tained by the application of rules which 
could not be applied for a moment to 
“Christian Science ’’ without causing it to 
explode and disappear like a soap bubble 
under a trip hammer, The outcome of the 
trial is that she will not have to pay cer- 
tain damages, at least for the present— 
that and absolutely nothing else. Nobody 
has been vindicated, no claims to miracu- 
lous powers by an ignorant but remarkably 
shrewd old woman have been sustained, and 
even though Mrs. Woopsury should take 
her private quarrel with Mrs. Eppy into 
court again a dozen times, and get beaten 
a dozen times more, “ Christian Science ”’ 
would remain what it always has been, at 
once absurd, obnoxious, and dangerous. 

—- It was noticed long ago that a heavy 
rain is almost as efficacious as artillery in 
dispersing rioters, even when the rioters 
are revolutionists, and more than once the 
good effects of a stream of water, coming 
vehemently from a hose, have been dem- 
onstrated by the hasty subsidence into 
harmless, if not virtuous, citizens of people 
who only a moment before had manifested 
what looked like an unconquerable desire 
for blood or booty. And yet no regular and 
systematized attempt to cure sedition and 
lawlessness by hydrotherapy has ever been 
made. This, considering the almost in- 
variable success of such haphazard and 
accidental experiments as have been tried, 
is really remarkable. The latest of these 
successes is reported from Passaic, N. J., 
a city where, according to all accounts, 
popular feeling can attain undue and dan- 
gerous warmth as easily as anywhere else, 
and where reliance upon, and prompt resort 





to, the use of firearms might be expected. 
The would-be rioters in Passaic, too, were 
women, who, history tells us, are the worst 
of all, since’ their angry passions are at 
least as angry and passionate as those of 
men, and their long-fostered sense of irre- 
sponsibility frees them from that fear of 
consequences which men, even in their 
most excited moments, still retain in part. 
Furthermore, the objects against which the 
hostility of the feminine rioters of Passaic 
was directed were other women, and that 
fact certainly did not tend toward gentle- 
nees of conduct or speedy relinquishment of 
vindictive: purpose. Yet it required only 
the dragging out of a few lengths of hose 
and an apparent determination to turn a 
stream of cold water on the screaming 
crowd to make every member of it catch 
up her skirts and run as for dear life. 
With men, and particularly with men 
whose clothes were not easily to be injured, 
the victory might have been a little less 
speedy, but there is every reason to believe 
that it would not have been long delayed. 
There is a suggestion here, and it ought 
to be utilized. The firemen of all cities 
have much leisure time, and they, as well 
as, if not instead of, the police, might be 
caHed upon to disperse any ordinary as- 
semblage of rioters. So doing, tragedy 
would be turned into comedy, and the pain- 
ful necessity of shooting or clubbing per- 
sons who are temporarily insane rather 
than wicked would be avoided. 

— As might have been expected, the 
President of Cornell University is not a 
believer in the theory that. a collegiate 
education is a hindrance in industrial, com. 
mercial, or financial careers. In an article 
which Dr. ScHURMAN, himself to no small 
degree a man of affairs, has contributed to 
this month's issue of the magazine Suc- 
cess, he says that there is a large and in- 
creasing demand in all walks of life for 
college-bred men. As an effect of this, he 
adds, ‘‘ the prescribed preliminaries to legal 
and médical education are, step by step, 
approaching graduation from college, and 
have reached it, in some instances, while 
these professional courses themselves have 
been extended and deepened, till they are 
now nearly or quite on a par with the old 
liberal training with which they are co- 
ordinated in the modern university."’ Refer- 
ring to engineers, President SCHURMAN says 
that “ fifteen years ago the manufacturers 
of machinery had to be coaxed to take 
those pioneers, the Cornell men, into their 
shops and give them a change. But where 
one went many followed. Last Spring, 
when the class of 1900 came to graduation, 
every student in this branch was eagerly 
bid for two or three times over. One great 
electrical firm alone asked to be given the 


entire class. There is observable, too, a 
gradual increase in the call for college- 
bred teachers in the public schools, and 


this demand will grow by what it feeds 
upon.” So the evidence accumulates, and 
it is well, when somebody chatters about 
the successful business men who never 
went to college, to ask the chatterer what 
those men are now doing with their own 
sons. Do they send the boys into the shop 
or factory or counting house at the age of 
ten or twelve, or do they keep them in 
school, and later in college, till they are 
well grown up?

PERJURY IN COURT TRIALS. 


From The Washington Post. 

A correspondent of THE NEW YorRK 
TIMES, a@ member of the legal profession, 
writes to that paper to protest against the 
methods of a street railway corporation 
against which he has been conducting liti- 
gation. He says that there has been “ loud 
complaint among the members of the bar 
that in these accident suits the railway 
company does not hesitate to produg wit- 
nesses whose testimony clearly shows that 
they have committed perjury.” 

This is not the first, nor is it the loudest, 
complaint that has appeared of perjury in 
New York courts. Not only the tribunals 
of alleged justice in the metropolis, but the 
courts of the State at large, have been ar- 
raigned as veritable hotbeds of wholesale, 
unblushing, and unpunished perjury. 

The Post has mentioned this important 
subject a number of times since that an- 
nual meeting of the New York State Bar 
Association at which its President declared 
his belief that perjury was a feature in a 
majority of cases tried in the courts of the 
Commonwealth. That distinguished attor- 
ney not only deplored the existence of so 
disgraceful a situation, but equally .regret- 
ted that little or nothing had been done in 
the way of reform. Every day all over the 
State men and women were going into the 
courts to swear to lies, and, having com- 
mitted that felonious act, were permitted to 


depart in peace. The presumption was that 
the perjurers were not in the business for 
amusement. 

THE TIMES tells its correspondent that 
what he says may be true; that it has 
heard the same thing before, and then 
gives him some excellent counsel without 
charging a fee. It says: 

But what we should like to bear in upon our 
correspondent is the fact that the responsibility 
is not upon us, but is distinctly upon him. He 
is, by the fact of being a certificated lawyer, an 
officer of the court.’’ It is distinctly his busi- 
ness to report such infractions of justice as may 
strike him in that capacity. 

If the lawyers would show a reasonable degree 
of civic courage in those things which appertain 
to their profession, ‘‘ without fear or favor’’ of 
any particular Judge, we believe that they would 
win their cases, or at least would win their posi- 
tions. But what good can it possibly do them to 
write to the newspapers about their grievances, 
however well founded their grievances may be, 
when they might, and so evidently should, go 
straight to headquarters? Our correspondent is 
evidently, and by his signature, an officer of the 
court. It is his duty to bring to the attention of 
the court any infraction of its rules. Instead of 
bringing this to the attention of the court, he 
brings it to the attention of THE New YORK 
TIMES. And that confidentially. Frankly, we 
do not see how we can do him any good. 


The responsibilities of lawyers as officers 


of the courts are ignored or evaded in 
most. if not in all, of the States. It is im- 
possible for wholesale perjury to go cn 


vear after year without subornation of per- 
jury. Witnesses are trained in the story 
they are to tell, and members of the legal 
profession are reasonably assumed to take 
part in their training. Is it possible that 
the honorable, high-minded members cf 
that great profession lack the moral cour- 
age requisite for a movement against the 
shysters who win suits by perjury? 
There are laws enough on this subject. 
Legislation. has done all that is possible to 
prevent the shameful spectacle portrayed 
by the correspondent of THE TIMES and 
more particularly described by one of the 
New York Bar Association’s Presidents. 
No reform is practicable unless the bar 
itself will take hold of it. For it is the bar, 
not the public, that needs reforming.

The bronze statue of Gen. John B. Wood¢ 
ward was shown yesterday to subscriberg 
to the fund, at the museum near Prospec 
Park, Brooklyn, whose portico of many 
columns its almost ready to admit visitorg 
through the grand entrance. It is mods 
eled by Frederick MacMonnies and cast by 
E. Gruet, modeling and foundry work have 
ing been done in Paris. It stands in th@ 
east wing, near the library, but bears eviy 
dence that it was intended for erection ou 
of doors. 

Somewhat larger than life, Gen. Wood 
ward stands hatless and without emblems 
or accessories of any kind, in an attitude 
which, for want of a better term, one may| 
term negligent. Very likely the sculpto# 
has recorded in enduring bronze a favorite 
pose of Gen. Woodward. He is in a frock 
coat, and with the left hand has swept tha 
skirt aside and placed the hand abovd 
his hip. This is not quite so realistic q 
rendering as the Neapolitan sculptor dared 
when he modeled a local magnate with his 
hands in his pockets, but it is in the same 
line. The purpose, of course, is to present® 
the General in a familiar pose, such as he 
might take while discussing some unime 
portant topic with a friend, and if that ig 
all one demands of a bronze statue larger 
than life, the result is a success. It hag 
the merit of varying by many degrees from 
the conventional at the expense, it may be, 
of the dignity of sculpture and the dignity 


of the person sculptured. On the other 
hand, this carelessness gives no little life 
to the statue—a cardinal merit. The face 
is rough-hewn, as if it were intended. that 
it should be seen from a distance, and the 
coat and waistcoat and trousers are dealt 
with in large planes for the same reason. 
The sculptor has marked the strong 
creases of the trousers in front and rear 
that come from folding them up; that is ane 
other touch of realism; and the ample girth 
of the man about the waist is yet another, 

Major Gen. John B. Woodward of Brook- 
lyn, well known as a banker and public 
man and prominent in the Second Brigade 
of the National Guard of New York, died in 
March, 1896. The commission for the statue 
was given to Frederick MacMonnies for 
reasons both practical and sentimental; 
practical, pecause Mr. MacMonnies had 
taken a cast of his face when the General 
Visited him in Paris during the Summer of 
1895, and for reasons of sentiment, because 
they were close friends, Gen. Woodward 
having gone security for MacMonnies when 
the latter received the order for the great 
fountain at the World's Fair. 


It may be recalled in Brooklyn, if not 
elsewhere, that when the question arose 
where the statue was to stand, the com- 


mittee for the fund decided that it should 


be within the museym. There was one 
member, Col. Willis L. Ogden, who dis- 
sented. He was said at the time to have 


objected to that place as establishing w 
dangerous precedent, and argued for a pube 
lic square as the better position. He was 
overruled. 

Now the question comes up again, but o 
the ground of the sculpturesque quality of 
the statue. Plainly the sculptor has mod 
eled it for the open air. At least the al- 
most impressionistic handling of the masses 
in face and figure seems to warrant a dis- 
tant view and the diffused light of the sky. 
It may be, however, that in the big porch 
just being finished there will be a close 
approach to the same conditions, and the 
Statue will take its place in harmony with 
its surroundings, as it very decidedly does 
not take its place in the room where it now 
stands. 

MacMonnies has modeled the General‘as 
a very handsome, manly personality, with 
a noble cast of countenance, doubtless to 
the satisfaction of his many friends in the 
Hamiiton Club. 

The sculptor is particularly happy in 
pertraiture and genre’ sculptures, which 
atlow of a somewhat coarse touch, as, for 
sunspots, his female faun in the Metropoli« 
tan Museum. When he attempts the heroic, 
or a big group, his talents are not quite up 
to the task. This is seen in the groups on 
the Soldiers and Sailors’ Arch at the en- 
trance to Prospect Park. The crowning 
group with quadriga is stiff and conven- 
tional: the navy and army groups, high up 
against the piers on the park front ara 
labored, confused, and utterly disconcert- 
ing. MacMonnies has abundant clever- 
ness, but it takes a far higher grade of 
talents than that to handle such subjects 
in a way to give satisfaction. This is not 
said in a spirit of fault finding; it is no 
disgrace for a sculptor to attempt more 
than he can achieve. It is merely sdid to 
call attention to his limitations as well as 
his merits. Doubtless he will reach the 
age when experience and reflection will 
make him equal to such tasks, but it would 
be absurd to claim for him a mastery that 
few living sculptors possess. The arch 
groups are not masterpieces, and very 
likciy the time may come when he will be 
glad of an opportunity to change them to 
something simpler, less theatrical, less con« 
fused, and filled with more meaning.

Mr. Edison’s forecast of cheap houses 
built of cement and rubble by means of 
boxes, into which tier after tier is 


‘** poured ”’ and allowed to harden, is some- 
somewhat fantastical. The method is an 
old one, and it has been tried with success 
in certain climates, but there is no proof 
that it is suited to a land like ours, where 
heavy rains disintegrate such walls in 
Summer and snowfalls alternate with thaws 
in the Winter. Our architects have already 
introduced a modification of this style for 
country houses, consisting of wire lathing 
covered with plaster. This leaves an air 
chamber in the thickness of the wall and 
prevents ‘‘sweating,’’ and, while much 
cheaper, is much warmer. Whether it will 
be as durable as solid walls remains to be 
seen. A combination of steel structure and 
solid concrete is another thing. That is 
merely a modification of iron architecture, 
After all, the economic question remains. 
Can such walls be made durable and 
capable of =a the weight of sev- 
eral stories, and at the same time cheaper 
than wood and stone? The cost of mater- 
ials and the cost of labor are at present 
greater for buildings of this kind. Simple 
four-square buildings of one story and attic 
might be cheap, but a villa of any complex- 
ity introduces so many elements that the 
cost increases unduly.

HONORARY DEGREES AWARDED 


Chancellor MacCracken Is Dean of the 
School of Pedagogy — Other Ap- 
pointments to the Faculty. 








The sixty-ninth annual commencement 
exercises of the professional and graduate 
schools of New York University were h@d 
last night in the Metropolitan Opera House, 
when diplomas were presented to 144 suc- 
cessful students in the presence of an au- 
dience of relatives and friends that taxed 
the capacity of the building. The graduates, 
in gown and mortar board, occupied the 
front rows of seats, while Chancellor Mac- 
Cracken and the Faculty were seated on 
the stage, which was transformed into a 
veritable bower of palms and flowers. 

These men, already prominent in public 
walks of life, received the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Laws—Charles Stewart Smith, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and the man 
who named the now famous Committee of 
Fifteen; George E. Post, President of 
the Medical Faculty in the Protestant ¢ ol- 
lege at Beirut, Syria, and Prof, George 
Martin Duncan of the class of '81 of Yale 
University. 

The degree of c : 
conferred upon the Rev. Samuel Carter 
of the Class of ’58, Huntington, L. L.; the 
Rev. John D. Stokes, East Hampton, L. cs 
and the Rev. Henry E. Cobb of the Class 
of ‘80, New York City. 

Chancellor MacCracken, 


Doctor of Divinity was 


in his address, 


spoke of the duty of the university not 
only to its own graduates, but to mankind, 
and then spoke of the recent trouble in 
the Faculty of the School of Pedagogy and 
the method in which it had been dealt with, 
in the following language. : 
“In reference to our Faculty becoming 


recently ‘a house divided against itself,’ 
we have no severe judgment to utter, ex- 
cept that ‘a house divided against itself 
cannot stand.’ They regret greatly that 
this division will cost the university the 
services of men whom we recognize as men 
of conscience, scholarship, and untiring in- 
dustry; but in view of the fact that the 
committee cannot attribute whatever fault 
there may have been for this schism alto- 
gether to the one side or the other, they 
are not willing to support either party in its 
contention.” They are sorry to disappoint 
the adherents of either side, among whom 
they recognize many eminent principals, 
superintendents, and teachers of_schools. 

“The committee feel that a Faculty of 
scholars appointed to be teachers of teach- 
ers is under pecullar obligations to keep the 
unity of the pedagogical spirit in the bonds 
of peace, and that when it loses its power 
by an open schism it were better that it be 
dissolved and its place taken by a practical- 
ly new body. Upon this general conclusion 
is based the action that has already been 
taken and that shall yet be taken. 

Chancellor MacCracken then announced 
that he himself would assume the duties

of the Deanship of the School of Pedagogy 
for the next college year, and also &n- 
nounced other appointments as follows: 

Dr. J.-P. Gordy of Johns Hopkins and 
Leipsic Universities, now head of the _ De- 
partment of Education in the State Uni- 
versity of Ohio, to the chair of the History 
of Education, and to have charge of the 
Summer School which opens July 8 at Uni- 
versity Heights. ‘ 

Dr. Robert MacDougall of Harvard to 
the chair of Experimental Psychology. 

Dr. Mounteser of the present faculty, to 
give an important course in the Compara- 
tive Study of School Systems and Educa- 
tional Sociology at the Summer School. 

Prof. Charles G. Shaw, for the last two 
rears acting Professor of Philosophy in the 

Iniversity College, to be lecturer upon 
Ethics in the School of Pedagogy and ad 
interim Secretary to the Faculty. 

The Professorship of the Principle of Ed- 
ucation and that of Analytical Psychology 
have not been filled, as a recent anonymous 
gift provided for the enlargement of the 


work and the first-named professorship 
may be divided. 
In concluding his address Chancellor 


MacCracken said: 

“Two facts of the last year make a new 
epoch for New York University in its medi- 
cal college. The first is the organization of 
research in the name of the university, in 
the Carnegie laboratory. The second is the 
feunding of a quarterly magazine to pub- 
lish to the world of science the results ‘of 
this research. Those engaged in research 
will be devoted wholly to science and to 
teaching. None of them will practise medi- 
cine. 

*“T congratulate the public and the uni- 
versity upon the enlistment of stout young 
men in such a work. It is more important 
for American than it were to set afloat a 
fleet of war ships. This fleet of ours con- 
sists of at least four ships, each with its 
own Captain to explore its own region. 
Pathology under Uunham, physiological 
chemistry under Lusk and Mandel, patho- 
logical chemistry under Herter, bacterio- 
logy under Park. 

* Already they have weighed anchor and 
set sail for the unknown countries. Al- 
ready they have begun to send back reports 
of their discoveries for the Bulletin of Med- 
ical Sciences. The first number has reached 
publication, the second will appear in a 
few days. We can hardly expect these 
scientific voyagers to report that they have 
discovered the ‘ fountain of youth.’ Ve do 
expect constant addition to medical facts, 
and among them not a few that shall prove 
benefactions to mankind.”’

MAJOR GEORGE ARTHUR DEAD. 


He Was a Son of the Chief of the Broth- 
erhood of*Locomotive Engineers. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, . June 6.—Major 
George Arthur, Assistant Paymaster of 
the United States Army, who recently re- 
turned home from the Philippines, died 
suddenly at the Weddell House in this city 

early to-day. : 

Major Arthur arrived at the hotel at an 
early hour and sat in a chair in the lobby. 
Shortly afterward an employe of the hotel 
found him gasping for breath and un- 
conscious. He was at once removed to a 
room and a physician summoned. Nothing 
could be done for the dying man, however, 
and he breathed his last within a few min- 
utes after being placed in bed. 

Major Arthur was about forty-three 
years of age and unmarried. Last Fall, 
while Paymaster of the troops attached to 
a remote post in the Philippines Major 
Arthur was attacked by a number of in- 
toxicated soldiers, who attempted to get 
possession of his cash box. the fight 
which followed Major Arthur was badly 
beaten. He was in the hospital at Manila, 
and when able to leave the hospital came 
home on a furlough. 

An autopsy developed the fact that death 
had resulted from a ruptured blood vessel 
on the left side of the head. A large blood 
clot had formed just behind the ear. It is 
believed that Major Arthur while defend- 
ing the Government treasure box in the 
fight with intoxicated soldiers in the Phil- 
ippines received a blow on the head that 
ruptured the blood vessel and eventually 
led to his death. 

The deceased wag a son of P. M. Arthur, 
Grand Chief of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


William O. Bourne. 


William O. Bourne, eighty-two years old, 
former Registrar of the New York Free 
Academy, died at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. John Maxwell, at Montclair, N. J., at 
2:30 o’clock yesterday morning. Mr. Bourne 
had been ill since Saturday last with a 
heavy cold, which finally affected his heart. 


Mr. Bourne was a son of the Rev. George 
Bourne, who was called the pionger of im- 
mediate and unconditional abolition. He was 
born at Germantown, Penn., in 1819. In 
1829 the family settled in New York. Mr. 
Bourne finished his academical studies in 
Bloomfield, N. J., and was apprenticed to 
Mahlon Day, a publisher in New York. At 
an fey age he became editor of the Low- 
ville (N, Y.) Journal. In 1549 he was made 
Registrar and Assistant Librarian of the 
New York Free Academy. For some years 
he was clerk in the service of the Public 
School Society, after which he became rec- 
ord clerk of the Board of Education, with 
which he had been connected for about for- 
ty years. 

At one time Mr. Bourne was in the De- 
partment of Parks. During the civil war he 
established The Soldiers’ Friend, as an aid 
to the disabled volunteers. He was an ar- 
dent patriot, and his songs and poems in 
defense of the Union were widely published 
under the title of ‘‘ Poetry of Freedom.” 

He was a close friend of Horace Greel 
and a Republican from the days of 











mont. He devised the plan of prizes to dis- 
abled soldiers who had lost their right 
hands to encourage them to learn to write. 
On a committee that awarded the prizes 
were Gen, Ulysses 8S. Grant and other prom- 
inent officers. 

Mr. Bourne was an author of considerable 
note, among his books being “Gems from 
Fableland,’” “‘ Golden Links,”’ “ Little Silver 
String,” ‘“Poems of the negense,’, and 
“The History of the (New York) Public 
School Society,” a large work of — re- 
search. He was a member of the Reformed 
Church in New York, and was active in his 
attention to the sick and the prisoners in 
the city institutions. For forty years he 
scarcely missed a Sunday in going to Black- 
well’s Island. Mr. Bourne is survived by 
one daughter, at whose home the funeral 
services will be held on Friday afternoon.

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FIRE IN COLLEGE ROOMS 


Incendiary’s Strange Attempt to 
Burn St. John’s, Brooklyn. 








Alarmed Priests and Students Do the 
Work of Firemen—Theory of 


the Police. 





A sharp cry of “ Fire!’ heard in the stu- 
fents’ corridors of St. John's College, Lewis 
and Willoughby Avenues, Brooklyn, at 1 
clock yesterday morning, followed by the 
prolonged ringing of the alarm bells sit- 
uated on all floors of the college building, 
threw the institution “into excitement. 
From the little cell-like bedrooms students 
in undress rushed. From rooms at the 
head of each hall the priests in charge of 
the college corridors and dormitories came, 
balf dressed. After Night Watchman Cor- 
rigan had shouted “ Fire! ’’ and had broken 
the glass surrounding the handles of the 
alarm boxes, the students saw that there 
was a glare from one of the down-stairs 
rooms. 

One of the first to reach the main hall 
on the first floor from his room near by 
was a theological student named Gardner. 
Throwing open the door of a sleeping room 


on the left of the corridor he saw flames 
in the corner. The clothing from the empty 
bed had been thrust into a wardrobe in 
the corner and set on fire. A bucket of 
water put out this fire. Then Gardner 
went back into the hall. Across the hall, 


further down, there was a glare in another 
Fire was blazing in exactly a simi- 


room. 

lar position there. Having no more water, 
Gardner ran along down the hall to the 
lavatory to fill his bucket. To his sur- 
prise, a fire was burning there also. Hasti- 


ly filling his bucket, he dashed its contents 
into a barrel blazing in the corner. Then, 
working hurriedly, he went back to the sec- 


ond room, and, joined by other students 
and priests, got that fire out also. 

In the meanwhile the priests and stu- 
dents in that wing of the building had 
been making a search in all the rooms they 
knew to be occupied by sleeping students. 
Father Sullivan, the President of the col- 
lege, went into a room connected by a door 
with the one in which the first fire had 
been discovered and shook the sleeping in- 
mate. The room was filled with smoke, 
and the student could not be aroused. Tak- 
ing the boy in his arms, the priest rushed 
with him to the outer air. Father Walsh 
did the same for another student. Both 
students soon revived. 

While all this was going on, a student 


bad turned in another alarm, and the fire- 
meu who came speedily helped the priests 


and students carry out smoldering ward- 
robes. After the firemen had gone it was 
seen by the still excited priests and stu- 
dents that smoke was coming from still 
another sleeping room. Into this’. they 
rushed. Here, too, bedclothes had been 


piled into the corner’ wardrobe and set on 
fire. Upon the floor near the bed a bottle 
was lying that had contained kerogene. In 
the other rooms fragments of the clothing 
unburned gave off a strong odor of kero- 
blankets 


sene. Jn each of the rooms the 

had been saturated with it, and then 
stuffed into the wardrobes. 

The priests sent for the police of the 


Vernon Avenue Station. Capt. Velser found 
the bottle to have been in the cellar of the 
institution recently. He could not learn 
yesterday where it had been filled with the 
oil. The Captain learned that all of the 
rooms in which fire had been started had 
been but recently vacated, the last of them 
just the day previous. The police think 
that the work of incendiarism was done by 
some one in the building. 

“Some young student,’ said the Captain 
yesterday, ‘‘out of his head from the 
rigors of the life there and overstudy has 
done it. All of the windows and doors were 
closely barred, and besides, the previous 
knowledge of the empty rooms shows that 
some one in the college did it. No, I sus- 
pect no one in particular as yet.” 





COLUMBIA CREW IN DANGER. 





Passing Steamer Causes Swells That 
Wrecked Ejight-Oared Shell. 


One of the Columbia University eight- 
oared shells was put out of commission for 
a time at least by an accident in the prac- 
tice yesterday afternoon. The first ’Var- 
sity crew was about to embark in their 
practice shell, a cedar boat built by Webb 
two years ago, when one of the big Hud- 
son River steamers was seen coming up 
the river. 

Capt. Irvine thought there was time 
enough to get the crew into the boat and 
to get away from the float before the 
swells from the big boat should come roll- 
ing shoreward, and accordingly made the 
attempt. But there was some delay in 
getting away from the float, and the steam- 
er passed by before the long shell was 
straightened out parallel to the waves. 

It was caught with the bow on the crest 
of one wave and the stern on another, and 
the weight of the crew bore down the mid- 
dic of the shell into the trough of the 
waves. Two ribs were broken and both 
sides opened for a distance of several feet. 

The boat began to fill at once, and by the 
time the float was reached the crew were 
breast-deep in the water and the shell was 
out of sight. It arose to the surface as the 
men climbed upon the float and was bailed 
out and carried into the house. It was 
found that the damage was confined to the 
broken ribs and cracked sides, and it is ex- 
pected that the boat will be ready for use 
again in a few days. 

It has been decided that the crews will 
leave for Philadelphia next Thursday. They 
will be quartered at the: Windsor Hotel, 
and will use the same boathouse as last 
year. The two ’Varsity crews went into 
training quarters on the upper floor of 
West Hall, one of the university buildings, 
on Wednesday evening, and the freshmen 
will join them to-day. 

Manager Erdall is endeavoring to ar- 
range matters so that the members of the 
Columbia delegation and their friends may 
be seated together in the observation train 
at Poughkeepsie. Last year there were 
enough Columbia adherents to fill several 
cars, but they were scattered in groups 
throughout the entire train. | 

This year it is proposed to bring the scat- 
tered groups together if possible and to re- 
serve several entire cars for them, the cars 
to be appropriately decorated with Colum- 
bia colors and banners. Columbia men ac- 
cordingly are requested to communicate 
with Manager Erdall, 417 West Hall, Co- 
lumbia University, (telephone, 1,201 Har- 
lem.) regarding the matter. 

The promotion.of A. Weekes to the first 
crew left a vacancy at No. 7 in the second 
boat, which was filled by taking Towrtsend 
from No. 5 and putting Southack in the 
latter place. It is probable that Townsend 
will be placed in the first boat soon. The 
first crew rowed in the usual order yes- 
terday.

CHICAGO GRAINS WEAK. 


July and September Wheat Sell Down— 
Corn Also Declines. 


CHICAGO, June 6.—Weather conditions 
controlled the wheat situation again to- 
day, heavy rains all through the North- 
west inducing notable weakness. July 
closed 1% cents lower, July corn 1 to 1% 
cents lower. On réports of beneficial rains 
in the Northwest, July wheat opened un- 
changed to 4 lower at 74% to 75. There 
was a considerable quantity offered and 
the market declined to 744%. Reports from 
Missouri, indicating a crop condition of 83 
against 99 for last month, put a check on 
both September and July offerings. There 
was some profit-taking by shorts, too, and 
July rallied to 74%. The improvement was 


only temporary, however, and there was a 
gradual decline to the end. 

September failed to maintain its early 
firmness, and eased in sympathy with 
July. The latter delivery closed weak and 
1% lower at 73%. September sold between 
roaro% 71% and closed 1%@1% lower at 
10%4Qs ° 

Corn was easier early and decidedly weak 
later in the session. Absence of shipping 
inquiry and the additions being made daily 
to the domestic stocks were the causes 
ascribed for the weakness. Lateness of the 
crop with cold weather received no consid- 
eration. July sold between 43% and 44° 
and closed weak and 1@1i% lower at 43° 
A314. 


Official Report on French Crops. 
PARIS, June 6.—The official crop report 
shows that the Winter Wheat is very good 
in 3 departments, good in 43, fair in 34, and 
passable in 5. The Spring wheat is very 


good in 1 department, good in 18, fair in 
20, and passable in 8. There is no Spring 
wheat in the other departments. 








LONDON DISCOUNT LOWER. 


Bank of England Reduces Its Rate

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The irregular price movement in the 
stock market continued all day yester- 
day with the volume of transactions fall- 
ing materially off. Less than a million 
shares were traded in with seven stocks 
—Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, United 
States Steel, Atchison, Erie, American 
Tobacco, and Continental Tobacco—con- 
tributing practically one-half of the en- 
tire transactions. There was absolutely 
no influencing news development one 
way or the other, the reduction in the 
Bank of England’s minimum discount 
rate to 31% per cent. being only a nega- 
tive influence so far as this market was 
concerned. However, it induced early 
purchases for London, though later that 
market turned seller and disposed of 
30,000 shares here on balance. A report- 
ed ‘‘extensive’’ short interest in Rock 
Island was used as a bear argument in 
some quarters, pessimists exploiting with 
much ado the possibility of a corner in 
the stock. As a matter of fact it is said 
that at most the short interest in the 
security is not more than 10,000 shares, 
and it is suggested that part of this may 
be artificial. In any event, the direful 
suggestions of what might happen upon 
another corner so zealously put out by 
the bears had little effect in depressing 
the list. Net losses, however, predomi- 
nated, though some substantial net gains 
appeared. 

At the low level of prices there was lit- 
tle or no stock offering, much less press- 
ing, for sale. This, market observers 
declare, is the best evidence that can be 
had of the limited supply of floating 
stock, indicating what lately has been 
contended, namely, that as a result of 
the recent panic stocks have passed from 
weak into strong hands, in which they 
are now lodged. 

The most conspicuous stocks in the 
market yesterday were the Tobacco 
stocks, the American issue advancing 1% 
points, Continental common, 1%, and 
Continental preferred, 44%, these prices 
for the Continental stocks being the 
highest on record. The explanation for 
the strength appears in the fact that the 
stocks are to be taken over by the newly 
formed Consolidated Tobacco Company 
in exchange for 4 per cent. bonds. The 
buying yesterday was said to be for the 
accaunt of insiders. 

The large purchases of the Eries and 
the Steel Trust stocks was accounted in 
the room to be by Morgan interests. 
Apropos of this, it is a fact that whereas 
on Monday last the Street heard that 
there is no foundation for suggestions of 
an early dividend declaration on Erie 
first preferred yesterday, the gossips had 
it that a dividend is nearer at hand than 
is popularly supposed. 

The advance in Missouri Pacific was 
attended by rather indefinite réports of 
‘progress’ in the greater Missouri Pa- 
cific system, about which lately there 
has been much talk on the Street but 
few actual evidences of advancement. 

In respect to Louisville and Nashville 
the impression prevails, though on the 
subject nothing official can be learned, 
that at the next dividend meeting the 
dividend on the stock is to be increased. 

Pending a decision in the franchise tax 
case now on, traders and the public gen- 
erally are inclined to let the local rail- 
way shares alone, though there was some 
specultive buying of these securities yes-

When the 
dividend failed to materialize, the stock 
promptly sold off.

THE YEAR’S COTTON CROP. 


The annual review prepared by the Com- 
mercial and Financial Chronicle of the cot- 
ton acreage in the United States up to the 
present month, was made public yesterday. 
In this review the probable crop this year 
is estimated at 12,500,000 bales. 

The Commercial premises its review by 
pointing out that the cotton acreage and 
condition figures procured the latter part 
of May and the first week in June this 
year are subject to the possibility of larger 
corrections later in the season than usual. 
This is due to two facts (1) that this 
crop is no doubt a backward one—indeed, 
for the whole cotton section it averages 
among the very latest in germinating on 
record; and (2) the rainfall, which has 
started much of the seed hitherto lying 
dormant, is very recent, and while the re- 
sults of the rain are now pronounced as ex- 
tremely beneficial, later advices may re- 
quire a modification of that conclusion. 
However, every effort has been made to 
get at the facts as to present development 
so as to represent in the report as nearly 
as possible the exact status of the crop as 
it stands to-day. 

The Commercial then reviews the situa- 
tion at some length, showing that informa- 
tion is to the effect, as to acreage, that the 
increase is not as large as early in the 
season was generally anticipated would be 
the case. The stimulating influence of a 
profitable return from the last crop led, 
early in the season, to very liberal esti- 
mates of the prospective planting. Had 
conditions remained as they were when the 
new year opened, it hardly permits of a 
doubt that the area now under cotton 
would be much in’excess of what returns 
show it to be to-day. But notwithstanding 
this more moderate increase in acreage, 
enough cotton has been planted to make an 
enormous crop if all the conditions could 
be as favorable as in the Spring, Summer, 
and Autumn of 1897 and 1898. Probably 13 
per cent. more land has been put under 
cotton in the South this year than in either 
of the years mentioned, and yet the aver- 
age raised in each of those years was about 
11,200,000 bales. Hence, as the acreage 
averaged in 1897 and 1898 over 23,000,000 
acres, and is now say 26,000,000 acres, it 
is easy to see that, under like conditions of 
development, the possibilities of this year’s 


acreage, roughly speaking, would be a yield 
of, say, 12,500,000 bales. 

The Commercial then sets out these con- 
clusions: 

First—With regard to acreage, condition of 
plant, &c.: The inclination at the South this 
year was quite generally in the direction of en- 
larging cotton area. But we find no evidence 
of any radical tendency in that direction except 
in the newer sections; hence the net percentage 
of increase for the whole country is only about 
half as great as in 1900, Oklahoma, which fur- 
nished an addition of 25 per cent. last year, adds 
20 per cent. this season, and in the Indian Ter- 
ritory the percentage this year is 14, against 15 
in 1900. Some sections ia Western Texas re- 
port very heavy additions this Spring, but in 
many other districts of the State the increases 
have been quite moderate. As we make it, the 
net gain for the whole country is but 5.05 per 
cent., against 9.76 per cent. last year. The 
changes, as we have ma them up for each 
State, are shown in detail in the following:

Second—With regard 
and conditions: 

(1) In maturity there is no doubt that the crop 
is a late one—even later and more widely back- 
ward than that which preceded it. There are 
complaints from many States that drought and 
wet weather, each in turn, and low temperture 
all through the planting season have hindered 
work and delayed germination. Sven in April 
the temperature was the lowest on record for 
the time of year, with damaging frosts as late 
as the 20th in Mississifpi. Rains ceased gen- 
erally about that date, and were succeeded by a 
dry period of from two to three weeks in most 
localities and of even longer duration in the 
greater part of Texas. This was also a serious 
hindrance, as much of the seed had not yet been 
planted and much replanting was necessary as a 
result of the earlier unsatisfactory conditions. 
Where the seed was planted in the dry soil it 
lay dormant until the rains came, and in conse- 
quence some seed is only very recently up. 

In one respect Texas was even less favorably 
situated this Spring than the remainder of the 
South; we refer to the dry condition of the soil. 
From November to April the rainfall was much 
below the normal in almost all sections of the 
State, giving little or no season in the ground. 
In fact, the aggregate average rainfall for the 
seven months referred to was but &.83 inches, 
against a normal State average of 12.19 inches, 
and as the heaviest precipitation during that pe- 
riod was in most instances in coast sections, it 
can be readily understood that the soil was very 
deficient in moisture when planting began. Final- 
ly, the prolonged cold rains in the Atlantic 
States and other sections have been a closing and 
unsatisfactory feature of an unfavorable Spring. 

(2) Cultivation ts satisfactory where the plant 
is far enough advanced for chopping out. Recent 
heavy rains have put fields in grass in some 
sections, but with clearing weather work is being 
vigorously prosecuted. Fertilizers have been more 
extensively used In the Atlantic States and Ala- 
bama, and they have been more freely taken in 
Mississippi and Louisiana, although as yet 
availed of to only a limited extent in the two 
last-named States, as they have heretofore con- 
sidered their use not needful. 

(3) Condition is apparently below the average 
at this time. There is no doubt that the plant 
will need a succession of favoring weeks to bring 
it up to a strong and healthy condition.

| AMALGAMATED 60.’S DEAL 


Capital Stock to be Increased to 
$155,000,000. 


The Boston and Montana and Butte and 
Boston Copper Mining Proper- 
ties to be Absorbed: 


The Amalgamated Copper Company met 
in Jersey City yesterday, and after a ses- 
sion that lasted three hours voted to in- 
crease the capital stock from $76,000,000 to 
$155,000,000 for the purpose of acquiring 
the stock and plants of the Boston and 
Montana and the Butte and Boston mining 
properties. The vote was 594,855 shares in 
favor of the absorption and 304 shares 
against it. 

The meeting was held by consent of Vice 
Chancellor Stevens upon condition that the 
purchase of the Montana companies shall 
not be made until the appeal of Calvin O. 
Geer and others from a decision of the 
Vice Chancellor refusing to grant an in- 
junction shall be heard by the Court of 
Errors, where the matter expected to 
come up on June 18.

Hi. Church acted as Secretary.

NEW COPPER SUIT IN BOSTON. 


Another Action Brought to Prevent the 
Amalgamated Combination. 


BOSTON, June 6.—A bill in equity was 
brought before the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court this afternoon by James Forrester 
and John MacGinnis against A. S. Bigelow, 
W. J. Ladd, and J. S. Bigelow, stockholders 
owning a majority of Boston and Montana 
stock, and Kidder, Peabody & Co. 

The bill states that Kidder, Peabody & 
Co. and the Bigelows and Ladd have en- 
tered into an unlawful agreement to ac- 
quire all the Montana stock and exchange 
it for Amalgamated stock one to four. 

The bill also alleges that the deal is con- 
trary to public policy, forbidden by common 
and statute law, that the value of the Bos- 
ton and Montana stock will be dissipated 
and forfeited to the State. 

The plaintiffs ask for a temporary injunc- 
tion pending a hearing and for a permanent 
injunction estopping the combination. 
Judge Knowlton granted an order of notice 
returnable June 11. The defendants agree 
not to transfer the Montana stock in their 
possession to the Amalgamated until after 
the hearing.

His Administration of Justice for 
Debtor Policemen. 


The Deputy Commissioner Evades a 
Federal Couft Writ—Capt. Walsh 
Severely Reprimanded. 


Deputy Commissioner Devery promulgated 
some principles in bankruptcy procedure 
while sitting in judgment on delinquent po- 
licemen at, Headquarters yesterday. Po- 
liceman Matthew M. Murphy of the Mac- 
dougal Street Station was before him for 
failing to pay a debt and also for being 
off post. Murphy was represented by Law- 
yers Grant & Rouss, who were armed with 
a writ from a Federal Court prohibiting 
the Commissioner from acting in the debt 
case because Murphy had filed a petition in 
bankruptcy. The charge of being off post 
came up first. The policeman denied the 
accusation. % 

‘““I believe the Roundsman,” said Devery, 
‘“‘and I fine you thirty days’ pay.”’ 

The policemen awaiting trial looked at 
each other aghast when they heard the 
sentence. When Rouss presented the in- 
junction Devery took it. 

‘*“But I got in the thirty days on you 
first’,"’ he said. ‘‘ That’s what I fined him 
the thirty days for.’’ Looking the police- 
man full in the face, he continued, ‘* And 
I'jl fine every *‘ bilk’ and ‘ beat’ that tries 
that game after this. You won't have 
enough left to pay counsel to go and get 
these papers for you.” 

To the complaining creditor he said: 

“The United States Court 
You'll have to there and get 
money.” 

Pcliceman J. E. O’Brien of the West One 
Hunared and Fifty-second Street Station 
owes an undertaker of the same name $288 
tor burying his wife a year ago. Devery 
remarked that that was a pretty expensive 
funeral, and the undertaker said he warned 
the policeman to the same effect at the 
time he received the order. 

“It was the last thing I was ever going 
to give her, and I thought it couldn't be 
too much,” said the widower. 

** But why don’t you pay the bill ?’ 
Devery. 

“I can't. There are some diamonds and 
va'uable things tied up in the Surrogates’ 
oftice, and I can't get anything out of them 
yet.” 

Devery asked the undertaker about this, 
and he said he had been to the Surrogates’ 
office and found no such property. 

‘Thirty days’ fine,’’ said Devery, 
I'll remit it when he pays the debt.’’ Then 
to the policeman he added: ‘‘ Now don't 
you go and get married again before you 
pay it,”’ 

Pecliceman Charles Smith of the Elizabeth 
Sireec Station faced the Deputy Commis- 
sioner on account of a debt of $21, a bal- 
aice due. He offered $10 to settle the case. 
The creditor hesitated, and asked when he 
would get the rest of it. , 

‘You've had 10 per cent. & what he has 
paid you already. What do you want, any- 
how? said | Devery. ‘* You'll take that or 
nothing. The man turned toward Smith, 
intending to take the money, but he mut- 
tered, ‘‘ I'll have him up in supplementary 
proceedings.’ 

“What's that!’’ said Devery; 
that you say? Now, you won't 
thing out of him here. Smith, don’t you 
give him anything.”’ ’ 

Capt. Edward Walsh of the East One 

Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street Station 
appeared to explain the absence of a po- 
liceman whose case was scheduled for trial. 
He had come down town in ¢itizen’s dress, 
and the regulations require uniform at the 
trials. Capt. Walsh hastily borrowed a 
Sergeant's blouse, and did not even have 
it buttoned when he confronted Devery. 
_ “Why don’t you come here in uniform 
and set an example to your men?” thun- 
dered the Deputy Commissioner. ‘‘ There's 
your coat all open. You're a fine example 
to the force. Don't you ever come here 
again looking that way.” 

Policeman George Lubbe of the Steam- 
boat Squad, whom Devery has already 
pronounced insane, was arraigned on five 
separate charges of being late at roll call. 
Devery told him the derelictions were due 
to *“‘ pure cussedness.”’ ‘I'm going to fine 
you five days’ pay on each of the five 
complaints,” said Devery. 

“You'd better recommend me for 
ter position,’ said the policeman, 
at the floor 
" “You ean resign if you want to.”’ 

“I know I can, but there are so many 
bosses that a man can't do his duty right.’”’ 

“He's got to be stopped some way,” said 
Devery, as Lubbe withdrew. ‘“ He’s crazy.

LABOR UNIONS IN POLITICS. 


Members Called Upon to Organize 
Clubs in an Effort to Control 


the Legislature. 
Representatives of labor 
yesterday issued an address 
labor and its friends,’ urging them to form

The only hope 
for labor, it further says, is to control the 
law-making power, which can be done by 
electing their own men. . 

The plan of the labor campaign after the 
formation of the clubs is to select for can- 
didates labor men, a Republican in a Re- 
publican district, and a Democrat in a 
Democratic district. The unions’ only poli- 
tics is to be unionism. Headquarters of 
the organization, the Trades Unign Politi- 
cal League, have been establishéd at 154 
East Fifty-fourth Street. 


GEN. HOFFMAN’S SUCCESSOR. 


Gov. Odell Says Most of Those Recom- 
mended Are Ineligible. 


Gov. Odell yesterday, after reviewing the 
parade of the school children of Brooklyn, 
returned to the Fifth Avenue Hotel in the 
early evening, when he was besieged by 
representatives of the press.

JURY SYSTEM REFORMS. 


Supreme Court Justices Decide to Stop 
indiscriminate Excuses and Long 
Examinations of Talesmen. 


When the October term of the Supreme 
Court opens, men drawn as jurors will dis- 
cover that trivial excuses are vain, tand 
that their friends can no longer successful- 
ly intercede for them with the Justices. At 
the same time lawyers will find that they 
must be more prompt in selecting juries to 
try cases. 

At a meeting held this week the Justices 
unanimously agreed that beginning with 
the first Monday of October no juror should 
be excused from duty at the request of a 
third party. If the juror is so ill that he 


cannot attend court he must send a phy- 
Sician’s certificate. If he wants to be ex- 
cused for any other reason he must ap- 
pear in court in person. When jurors fail 
to appear notices will be sent to them, and 
if they ignbre such motices they will be 
fined $100. 

This rule will prevail in all of the eleven 
trial parts of the Supreme Court, and every 
Justice has agreed to enforce it to the 
letter. The reason for adopting this meth- 
od resulted from the many delays experi- 
enced by the Justices in getting juries to 
try cases. 

One of the Justices in speaking of the 
rule said: 

“Through legislation there has been so 
many exemptions from jury duty provided 
that out of all of the people of this city 
there are not over 28,000 men available for 
service. Of this number ‘there are many 
who used their friends to present excuses 
for them and get them released from duty. 
The Justices realized that the only way to 
compel proper jury service was to work 
<<. 

“he plan proposed as to the examination 
of jurors by lawyers provides that ques- 
tions as to qualifications shall be asked 
collectively. If a lawyer desires to have 
a particular juror examined that juror will 
be examined as the law provides, and then 
the Justice can determine his fitness. 

The Justices are also seriously consider- 
ing the suggestion of Justice McAdam that 
the laws ought to be amended so as to 
reduce the number of peremptory chal- 
lenges allowed in civil cases.

GAMBLING EXPERIMENTS 
IN A COURTROOM 


{ 
Prosecutor Schurman an Expert 


with the Roulette Wheel. 


Rouge-et-Noir and Other Games Ex- 
plained to Judge and Jury—The 
Pronunciation of Baccarat. 


The mysteries of baccarat, rouge-et-noir, 
roulette, and ‘‘ craps were explained, and 
illustrated with appropriate paraphernalia, 
by Assistant District Attorney Schurman 
to Judge Warren W. Foster and a jury in 
the Court of Genera! Sessions yesterday. 

The occasion for the temporary transfor- 
mation of the courtroom into an experi- 
mental gambling house arose when Al- 
phonse Laronte, Marius Besseron, and Elie 
Pontin, charged by the Committee of Fif- 
teen with conducting a gaming establish- 
ment at 452 Sixth Avenue, were called to 
the bar for trial. 

The evidence against this place was col- 
letted by Detectives Abraham Weinberg 
and John C. Corlies and Francis Wood- 
bridge, a representative of the Committee 
of Fifteen. Weinberg testified during the 
trial that all of the games above mentioned 
were being played onthe night of April 30 
up to a short time before the arrival of the 
Fifteen agents with the police. He was 
corroborated by Corlies and Woodbridge. 
Weinberg’s testimony indicated that the 
place was “‘ tipped off”’ shortly before the 
raid. 

‘The raid was made at 12:20,’ said he, 
“About an hour before that time, while 
we were in the room playing, a maw sud- 
denly hurried in and whispered to Pontin. 
Then the latter came over to me and said: 
‘I believe you are an agent of the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen. Get out, or we'll throw 
you out.’ Roulette and all the other games 
were in full blast. We went away, and 
came back in a little while, but there was 
nothing doing. All the men in the place 
were sitting around what was the roulette 
table eating. The roulette wheel was gone. 


It wasn’t found afterward. The other gant- 
pone things we found stacked up in a 
cleset,”’ 

For the purposes of illustration Mr. 
Schurman produced another wheel from his 
coliection of captured wheels piled up in 
his office. With the chips and marble ball 
he got it placed well in front of the jury. 
It was flanked by baccarat and rouge-et- 
noir deal boxes, chips, cards, dice, and dice- 
throwers. Aided by Weinberg, he showed 
the interested jury how the wheel is 
** bucked.”’ 

‘* Now,”’ said he to the witness with much 
earnestness, ‘‘if you should bet a pile of 
chips on the seven or eight, (placing a 
stack of blues on a pile of indictments,) 
would not the wheel be operatéd in this 
way?” With a quick twist of the wrist 
Mr. Schurman deftly whirled the numbered 
metal disk to the right and flirted the mar- 
ble ball to the left with much accyracy. 
The ball fell into the slot numbered bight. 
‘*T win,’ said Weinberg. The jury laughed. 
Judge Foster looked interested, and Mr. 
Schurman blushed. He spun the wheel 
again. Weinberg chose the ‘double O.” 
He won again. 

“The game is closed,’”’ said Mr. Schur- 
man, reaching for the baccarat box. 

“You played baccarat’’’ asked he of 
Weinberg, pronouncing the word as it is 
spelled. { 

~ ree, Er. I played baccarack some 
time,’”’ replied the witness. His pronuncia- 
tion was that in vogue on Sixth Avenue, 

*“Ah!"’ exclaimed Judge Foster, who 
has been to France. ‘ Let us see how bac- 
carah is played.” 

Mr. Schurman illustrated by flipping the 
ecards from the deal box. If the house 
didn’t win on, the first round, explained 
the witness, itNhad another chance. Bets 
would be made on the appearance of the 
high cards. The dealer would deal once for 
the bettor and twice for the house. 

Rouge-et-noir was played the same way, 
the witness went on, while Mr. Schurman 
drew from the box the captured cards. 
The betting in this case would be on the 
card's color. 

The intricacies of ‘‘craps’’ were next 
taken up, and here the witness got mixed 
up with the French of the defendants, who 
claim to be able to speak no English. 

Weinberg said that when a player bet the 
dealer—Pontin—would cry out to the others, 
“Fade the game.”” Weinberg thought this 
meant that they were to, grab the money 
and run. 

“Ah, no,” said Judge Foster; ‘that is 
perhaps a corruption of the French phrase, 
‘* Faites votre jeu,’’ or, ‘‘ Make your play.” 

“TI don’t know about that, Judge. They 
sail it meant cover the bet,’’ declared the 
witness «doubtfully. 

Mr. Schurman couldn’t throw any light 
on this disputed technical term. He in- 
tends to look the matter up, however, and 
will continue his exhibition to-day when 
the trial will be resumed. 

Mr. Schurman’s associates congratulated 
him upon his skill as_a roulette croupier 
and baccarat dealer. He declared that pre- 
vious to becoming an Assistant District 
Atiorney he had never seen a roulette 
wheel in his life.

STARVING MAN STOLE MILK. 


Court Discharged the Prisoner and the 
Justices Paid His Railroad 


Fare Home. 


Imprisoned for stealing an eight-cent 
bottle of milk when Starving, Frederick 
Stewart, a paper hanger, of Newark, who 
was on his way tg seek work in Holyoke, 
Mass., found justice and unexpected good 
fortune in the Court of Special Sessions 
yesterday. 

Policeman Melville charged the prisoner 
before Justices Jerome, McKean, and 
Jacob with the theft of the milk. 

“I'm guilty, your Honor,” spoke up 
Stewart, without waiting for any interro- 
gation. He was a man of forty or theéere- 
about, neatly dressed, but with somewhat 
haggard features. 

‘I could not get 
Judges,’" he continued, simply, ‘so I 
started back to Holyoke, where I have 
friends. I got here two weeks ago, with 
no money in my pocket and knowing no 
person here, I walked the streets for days, 
locking for work, without food or a place 
to sleep. After walking until nearly morn- 
ing onc night, I saw a milkman leave a 
bottle of milk in an areaway. I had touched 
no food for days and was starving, so I 
took the bottle and drank the milk. Then 
the policeman arrested me."’ 

Officer Melville stated that he_ believed 
what the prisoner said was true. When he 
was taken to the station house, said he, 
Stewart was given food, and ate as if half 
famished. The prisoner's straightforward 
story evidently impressed the Justices. His 
horest face convinced them of his truth- 
fulness They conferred in whispers for a 
few moments. there was the half-concealed 
thrusting of hands into pockets, the rustle 
of bills as they were placed in an envelope, 
and then Justice Jerome said: 

‘““We believe your story and sympathize 
with your sufferings, and will discharge 
you. Here is enough money to pay your 
fare to Holyoke and to keep you until you 
reach there.”’

LEGAL NOTES. 


Non-PAYMENT NoT TO BE SHOWN BY 
CLAIMANT.—When Mary Neil died, her 
brother, who was her administrator, filed 
a claim for rent of rooms in his house oc- 
cupied by her. This ¢laim was resisted by 
certain of the next of kin. At a hearing 
before a referee, it was established that 
on Noy. 1, 1884, the decedent began to 
occupy three rooms in her brother's house, 
in One Hundred and Sixth Street, and con- 
tinued in possession until her death, in 
February, 1900. She agreed with her broth- 
er to pay $7.50 per month rent as long as 
she occupied the rooms, and if he survived 
hed, her estate was to pay the difference 
between what she might have paid him and 
the stipulated rental. If he predeceased 


her, his heirs were to have no claim for 
back rent. The claim, as stated in the ad- 
ministrator’s account, was for rent for 184 
months at $7.50 a month, amounting to 
$1,380, with a credit of $445, leaving a bal- 
ance of $935. The objections of the next of 
in were based on the Statute of Limita- 
tions and the allegation of payment. A 
report of a referee finding against the 
claim, was yesterday reversed by S#urro- 
gate Thomas, who holds that the burden 
oh, Provine payment was on the next of 
kit, and there was no necessity for the 
claimant to take the affirmative and show 
non-payment. ‘‘ The fact,’’ says Surrogate 
Thomas, “that, by the terms of the con- 
tract, the intestate was required to pay 
either at or before her decease does not 
change the rule. The obligation was to pay 
a fixed rent, and in every case of this kind 
only the balance unpaid can be recovered. 
The defense of the Statute of Limitations 
cannot prevail, because the balance unpaid 
did not become due until the death 
intestate.”’

others, for the accommodation of the White 
Cloud Copper Mining Company. The cor- 
poration and one of the indorsers named 
Smith became insolvent before the obliga- 
tions matured. The executrix of the de- 
ceased co-indorser was liable, plaintiffs 
claimed, under an alleged oral agreement 
among all the indorsers that they were to 
be co-sureties of the accommodated party. 
This agreement could not be proved, ex- 
cept from the circumstances of the case, 
because the action was against the repre- 
sentative of a deceased person, and Justice 
McAdam, who tried the suit, is unable to 
draw an inference that the testator was 
a co-surety with the other indorsers. He 
says: ‘“‘The facts that the indorsers were 
Directors of the accommodated party; that 


each note was indorsed at the same time 
and before the note was discounted, and 
the proceeds turned over to the corpora- 
tion, are scarcely sufficient to constitute 
the indorsers co-sureties. Directors are not 
liable for the debts of their corporation un- 
less where they violate statutes or make 
themselves amenable on,common law prin- 
ciples. The plaintiffs having failed to prove 
an agreement or a condition of facts which 
obligated the testator to make contribu- 
tion, the liabilities inter se of the indorsers 
must. be détermined according to the or- 
dinary principles of the law merchant, 
whereby a P or indorser must indemnify 
a subsequent one."’ Judgment was therefore 
ven for the defendant
